500 boys of higher secondary schools of the 
Garhwal region, out of which 250 boys belonged 
to urban area and 250 belonged to rural locale.

Major Findings: (1) Parental encouragement and 
educational development were found positively 
related with each other. (2) The higher 
development group of the Garhwal region got 
more amount of parental encouragement than 
the rural boys of the same category. (3) The 
urban and rural parents of the middle 
development group encouraged their sons 
almost in equal degree. (4) The lower 
development group of urban boys also received 
greater parental encouragement than their rural 
counterparts.

Problem: This study is designed to assess the 
role perception of VEC members for effective 
functioning of schools and its nature of 
contribution in promoting community 
mobilisation for the effectiveness of school. 

Objectives: (i) Identification of role of VEC 
members for community participation in 
generating awareness and environment building 
for promoting UPE in DPEP district in Haryana, 

(ii) to ascertain the role perception of VEC 
members in DPEP district in Haryana, and (ill) 
to identify the nature of contribution of VEC 
members in community participation in various 
activities in schools. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
192 VEC members belonging to ten different 
categories drawn from two blocks randomly 
selected from Hisaar district of Haryana. Role 
Perception Inventory (RPI) and Interview 
schedule were used to collect the data. The 
collected data were analysed using frequency, 
percentage and chi-square. 

Major Findings: (1) Difference was found in 
proposed and actual number of VEC members. 
(2) Significant difference was found in expected 
and perceived role of VEC members. (3) Members 
having qualification from Classes Vi to VUI-had 
greater perception about the expected roles of 
VEC, and lowest was found in case of post¬ 
graduates. (4) Members owning agricultural land 
had greater perception about expected roles of 
VEC than members belonging to other 
occupational groups like agriculture labour, 
government servant, businessman, etc. 
(5) Members belonging to joint family had greater 
perception about expected roles of VEC them 
members belonging to nuclear family. (6) The 
greater perception was found to be in case of 
members below 30 years of age and lowest in 
case of 51 years and above, It was interesting to 
note that with the Increase in age the perception 
about expected roles of VEC shifted from VEC 
to school. (7) The members whose wards were 
studying in government schools had greater 
perception about expected roles of VEC than 
sthose whose wards were studying in other types 
ofiSG-foiools. (8) VEC members of Daulatpur and 


Salamkhera village had perceived the ejected 
roles of VEC more than 50% and above. In case 
of other fourteen villages it was found less than 
40% or between 40% to 50%. (9) VEC members 
of Fathehabad block had greater perception 
about expected roles of VEC than members of 
Hissar-II block. (10) Item-wise analysis revealed 
that in general all the nine expected role under 
the dimension of social functions of VEC towards 
villagers in general were perceived as a role of 
VEC than other agencies by the members 
belonging to all categories. (11) In case of 
fourteen enlisted roles of VEC in mobilising 
community participation for UPE it was found 
50 % and above in case of only three roles, i.e.

its entry in the field of education as a voluntary 
agency, (ii) to study the development that 
occurred in the educational establishment 
created by the NSS during the period under 
study, that is, from 1916-1990, divided into four 
developmental phases, (ill) to study the 
leadership of the N.S.S. during the formative 
period of its growth and what were the significant- 
events of the period under study which led to 
the evolution of the N.S.S. in the present form, 
and (iv) to study the contribution of the N.S.S. 
to the total educational development of the state 
assessed against the socio-political background 
of the state. 

Methodology: The researcher has used historical 
method. Data from various sources were 
collected which included accounts, reports, 
official records, documents and interviews with 
top leaders of the Nair Service Society. The 
collected data were analysed qualitatively. 

Major Findings: (1) The NSS had played a 
significant role in the development of the 
educational institutions of the state and giving 
leadership to the state in dividing the critical 
issues related to education. (2) The NSS 
although created for the upliftment of the Nair 
community, ended up as a social service 
organization serving all communities and 
religions. (3) The NSS had played a crucial role 
in getting the state accepted as the most literate 
state in India. (4) The starting of a large number 
of educational institutes by the N.S.S. during 
the post independent period was an attempt by 
the Nair community to restore the past glory 
and position in the society. (5) The starting of 
new educational institutions by the NSS had in 
the long run helped the educational 
advancement of all communities and the overall 
development of Kerala.

Problem: It attempts to study the influence of 
maternal employment on children's personality. 

Objectives: (i) To identify the personality patterns 
of children of employed and unempfoVed 



mothers, (ii) to identify the major Influencing 
variables on the children's personality, and (ill) 
to study the pattern of disciplinary techniques 
in the groups of employed and unemployed 
mothers. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
200 mothers (120 employed and 80 unemployed) 
and 200 children (113 boys and 87 girls) in the 
age group of 7 to 12 years from Bhopal city. The 
tools used to collect the data were interview 
schedule, questionnaire, marital adjustment 
inventory by Kumar and Rohatgi, Early School 
Personality Questionnaire by Lai, Story-Pictorial 
Embedded - Figure Test by Sinha, and "Who 
am I?" Test of Self Concept. The collected data 
were treated with coefficients of correlation, chi- 
square and ANOVA, 

Major Findings: (1) Regarding dispositional 
aspect (personality traits), the children of 
employed mothers showed greater degree of 
outgoingness, whereas children of unemployed 
mothers were found relatively more 
conscientious, vigorous and placid, and had 
greater ego strength. Girls as compared to boys 
of employed mothers' group showed greater 
outgoingness. (2) Children of employed mothers 
were found more field independent 
(psychologically differentiated) as compared to 
their counterparts from unemployed group. As 
compared to the girls, boys displayed greater 
psychological differentiation. (3) The children of 
employed mothers showed more career 
aspirations than the children of unemployed 
mothers. (4) The background variables, child 
rearing variables and disciplining techniques 
used by mothers were found to be differentially 
related to personality characteristics. 
(5) Employed mothers and unemployed mothers 
reported similarities as well as differences in 
the use of disciplinary techniques. (6) Marital 
relationship of parents was found to be quite 
positive in'both the, groups; however, 
unemployed mothers showed relatively greater 
degree of marital adjustment. (7) Degree of 
congruence in the use of disciplinary techniques 
by parents and perception of these techniques 
by child’ en; as assessed through a semi- 
proter.i ve measure revealed that there was 
similarity in the responses of both mothers and 
the children; however, discrepancy was found 
in the responses of fathers. (8) Regarding the 


impact of type of job on various aspects of family 
functioning, a large number of teachers reported 
that utilizing spare time was the main reason 
for taking job outside the home, whereas, clerks 
and nurses reported the financial cause. 

(9) Sharing of responsibilities was reported by 
more clerks and nurses, whereas teachers did 
not express the need of help from husband or 
children.

Psychological study of 
Interactional approach and student career.

Problem: The present study attempts to assess 
the effect of Interactional variables on academic 
career of a student. 

Objective: To investigate Into an effective 
dimension of environmental situation of dilferent 
types of educational institutions and family 
background which have differential Impact on 
the career of a student. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
200 students who were selected on the basis of 
their academic success (MLNR, Engineering and 
PMT examination) and failure (B.Sc. students). 
The tools used to collect the data included Socio- 
Economic Status Scale by Singh. Verbal Test of 
Intelligence by Asthana and Verma, Perception 
of Teachers Scale and Perception of Parents 
Scale by Agarwal. Misra and Pandey, and an 
attributtonal questionnaire. The collected data 
were treated with mean, SD, and two-way 
analysis of variance. 

Major Findings: (1) It was observed that 
respondents of public schools (rural areas) 
showed more favourable attitude towards their 
parents than their counterparts in semi¬ 
government schools. Similar pattern was found 
in urban areas too. (2) It was observed that the 
two groups (rural and urban) significantly 
differed on perception towards parents. (3) It 
was found that students belonging to urban 
areas had a more positive attitude towards their 
parents than the rural students. (4) It was found 
that the effect of environmental factor (birth 
place) was significant. The participants 
belonging to the rural areas were found to have 
a more positive attitude towards their teachers 
than their urban counterparts. (5) It was found 



students with academic motivation and test 
anxiety. 

Objective: To find out the relationship of study 
habits of adolescent students with academic 
motivation and test anxiety. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
105 students (both boys and girls) studying in 
Class XI in science and arts streams. The 
students were selected through random 
sampling technique from the higher secondary 
schools of Sikar district of Rajasthan. The tools 
used to collect data included The Keele Academic 
Motivation Questionnaire adapted in Hindi by 
B.P. Verma, Test Anxiety Inventory of Spielberger 
adapted in Hindi by Sharma, Sud and 
Spielberger and Test of Study Habits and 
Attitude Test by Joshi and Pandey. The collected 
data were treated with mean, SD and 't' test. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that adolescent 
students having high level of academic 
motivation scored more on study habits than 
adolescent students possessing average level of 
academic motivation and low level of academic 
motivation. But there was no difference in the 
study habits of average and low academically 
motivated adolescents. (2) Students belonging 
to high test anxiety group scored significantly 
less study habits scores than their counterparts 
with average test anxiety and low test anxiety. 
Also, students belonging to average test anxiety 
had lower study habits scores than students 
belonging to low test anxiety. (0625]

Problem: This study attempts to analyse the 
problem of drug addiction among the youth of 
Goa, their rehabilitation and remedial 
measurements. 

Objectives: (i) To study the nature and pattern 
of drug use among the youths in Goa* (11) to 
identify the volume and magnitude of youth drug 
addicts, (ill) to inquire into the causes of impact 


of drug use among the youth with special 
reference to socio-psycho logical correlates, 

(iv) to elucidate the human environment in drugs 
in relation to their family and other institutions, 

(v) to verify the impact of drug addiction among 
youth, (vi) to understand society's attitude 
towards drug addicts and the socialimp lications 
of. drug use and its consequences, (vii) to find 
out programmes for the treatment of drug 
addicts, (viii) to identify various possibilities of 
rehabilitation of drug addicts, and fix) to suggest 
a successful prevention programme and the 
control of drug trafficking. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
174 drug addicted youths who were staying in 
different parts of Goa. Their age ranged between 
15 to 35 years. The tools used to collect data 
were interview schedule, observation schedule 
and related documents. The collected data were 
treated with chi-square and percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) Majority of the respondents 
i.e.. 130 out of 174, were in the age group of 25 
to 30 years and had their first drug encounter 
at school level.

Major Findings: (1) The college area was 
perceived to be not really difficult for 70% of 
males as compared to 56.4% of females and the 
latter 43.6% perceived college area to be 
somewhat difficult or very difficult as compared 
to 30% males.

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
188 students from three faculties, namely 
veterinary, agricultural and home science, who 
were purposively selected. The students were 
selected through random sampling method. The 
tools used were Creativity Thinking Test by 
Mehdi. Socio-economic Status Scale 
Questionnaires by Kapoor, SES scale developed 
by Bawazir and Sixteen Personality Factors 
Questionnaire by Cattell. The collected data were 
treated with mean, SD, ‘Z’-test, correlation and 
multiple regression. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) It was revealed that the 
sample predominantly comprised of students in 
the age group between 20-21 years, hailing from 
middle class, belonging to rural areas, and had 
medium academic achievement. (2) Majority of 
the respondents had medium level of creativity 
followed by low and high levels. (3) The 
respondents from home science were more 
reserved and less intelligent than those of other 
faculties. (4) The respondents from all the 
faculties did not differ on factors ‘C\ ‘H’ and ‘Q2’ 
while they significantly differed on factors T", 
‘L‘ and 'Q3\ (5) It was revealed that the 
respondents from all the faculties were at par 
on the factors ‘E’, ‘M’ and ‘O'. (6) The respondents 
from agricultural faculty were more 
conscientious compared to other faculty 
respondents. (7) The respondents from 
veterinary and agricultural faculty were 
dominated by more sensitive nature and were 
of independent nature being tender on factor T.

Objectives: (i) To make a deep study ’bf the 
concept of core elements and their content and 
objectives, (ii) to find out through research, in 
what way and how far the ten core elements are 
reflected in the textbooks under study, (iii) to 
discover deficiencies, if any, in the textbooks, 
in respect of the reflection of the ten core 
elements, and (iv) Lo make suggestions for 
removing the above mentioned deficiencies from 
the textbooks under study. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised

Objective: To study the existing level of language 
comprehension and expression of children 
between 3-4 years of age. 

A Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
30 children, 15 each from the laboratory nursery 
school, Department of Child Development, 
College of Home Science, CSS Haryana 
Agricultural University, Hissar and Bal Bhawan, 
Their age ranged from 3 1/2 years with + - 2 
months. Revised Reynell Language 
Developmental Scale was used to collect the 
data. The data were analysed statistically by 
using mean and SD. 

Major Findings: (1) Children had their language 
performance below average. (2) The environment 
provided at school or home was not conducive 
for language development. Performance on 
comprehension and expressive aspects was very 
poor. (3) It was found that children were not 
exposed to variety of activities or materials which 
could help them in their development. Even 
activities like story telling or poem recitation 
were not regularly performed which help in 
expressive aspects of language. (4) Teaching aids 
were not prepared and used by any teacher. 
(5) None of the teachers was self motivated but 
worked under compulsion and did not take 
initiative in performing activities. (6) None of the 
teachers narrated stories but a majority recited 
poems/rhymes frequently. No one encouraged 
individual child to narrate events and other

Kothari. S. 1996. Vitamin ‘A’ status of pre¬ 
school children in selected tribal areas of 
Udaipur. Ph.D., Home Sc. Rajasthan 
Agricultural Univ. Guide; Prof. S. Mathews. 

Problem: This study deals with the prevalence 
ofVltamin 'A' deficiency among tribal pre-school 
children living in relatively remote and 
inaccessible areas around Udaipur in the state 
of Rajasthan.. 

Objectives: (i) To study the dietary intake with 
reference to sources and amount of vitamin A', 
(ii) to establish' relationship of vitamin A’ 


deficiency with the socio-economic factors, 
(Hi) to assess the prevalence rate of vitamin A’ 
deficiency symptoms while studying the clinical 
signs, (iv) to find out relationship between 
xerophthalmia and various grades of protein 
energy malnutrition, and (v) to determine the 
impact of vitamin A’ solution administration 
amongst clinically deficient children. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
1000 tribal children aged 2 to 6 years who were 
selected at random from 12 villages of Glrwa 
Panchayat Samiti of Udaipur (Raj). The tools 
used to collect data were Dietary Schedule, Diet 
Survey, Nutrition Assessment Schedule and 
clinical examination for vitamin A 1 of pre-school 
children. The collected data were treated with 
percentage, chi-square, mean, median, SD, and 
‘t’ test. 

Major Findings: (1) Out of 100O pre-school 
children. 218 children were found to be suffer¬ 
ing from one or other deficiency signs of vitamin 
A’. (2) As regards the spectrum of vitamin A' 
deficiency, 69.72% had night blindness, 18.35% 
conjunctival xerosis. 9.63% bitot’s spots, 1.38% 
corneal xerosis and 0.92% suffered from serious 
manifestations like comeal ulceration, out of the 
total 218 vitamin A’ deficient children. (3) Data 
on socio-economic factors revealed that children 
belonging to nuclear families, more family 
members in the family, lower birth order, lower

Problem: This study attempts to compare the 
concept of conservation of continuous quantities 
in primary level students of English and Hindi 
medium schools. 

Objectives: (i) To examine the concept of 
conservation of continuous quantities in 
elementary school children, and (ti) to examine 
the relationship between the medium of 
instruction and age of attainment of concept of 
conservation of continuous quantities. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
320 students (160 each from Hindi and English 
medium schools) selected randomly from four 
schools of Lucknow city, viz. Bal Vidya Mandir, 
Charbagh, Rani Laxmi Bal Memorial School, St. 
Paul’s School and Spring Dale School. The age 
of the students ranged from 4-11 years. The tools 
used to collect data included Test of 
Conservation of Continuous Quantities Involving 
Liquid by Piaget and Szemniska and Clay by 
Piaget and Inhelder. The collected data were 
treated with percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that the concept 
of conservation of continuous quantities (liquid 
and clay) developed through the same three 
stages in Indian children as described by Piaget. 
Therefore, there existed conservation of 
continuous quantities in Indian children. (2) It 
was found that with succeeding stages the 


median age also increased, both among Hindi 
and English medium school students. This 
justifies that the concept of continuous 
quantities develops through invariant sequence 
of stages. (3) It was indicated that the students 
of Hindi medium schools showed a lag in the 
age of accession attained at each stage as 
compared to the subjects of English medium 
schools.

Objectives: (i) To identify the schools y/ith large 
class-size where pupils’ achievement in 
mathematics and language is high, (ii) to 
observe, identify and document the good 
teaching practices in high achieving schools as 
compared to low achieving schools of large class- 
size, (iii) to develop intervention strategies on 
the basis of identified and documented good 
practices followed in high achieving schools, and

Methodology: Twenty schools with class strength 
more than 50 students (large size) participated 
in the study, The tool and technique used was 
observation schedule. 

Major Findings: (1) There was an overall 
improvement of pupils’ achievement after the 
administration of intervening strategies in all 
the five low achieving schools.

investigation into the adequacy of the 
number of periods allotted to mathematics 
in the primary school syllabus for Standards 

I to V. Textbook and Curriculum Research: 
Annual Research Report 1993-94. 125-128. 
Pune: Maharashtra State Bureau of Textbook 
Production and Curriculum Research. 

Problem: The present study makes an 
investigation to find out whether the number of 
periods allotted to mathematics in the primary 
school syllabus are adequate or not. 

Objectives: (i) To study the priority and number 
of periods given to the different subjects Included 
in the primary school syllabus for Standards 1 
to V. (ii) to study the problems of mathematics 
teachers of Standards I to V, in connection with 
the school time-table, (iii) to find out whether it 
is possible to achieve the objectives of teaching 
mathematics in Standards I to V. within the 
periods allotted to the subject in the time-table, 
(iv) to make a comparative study of the time¬ 
tables followed in one-teacher, two-teacher, 
rural, and urban schools, in Standards I to V, 
and (v) to study the adequacy of periods allotted 
to different units in mathematics by observing 
experimental teaching. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
35 schools of district Satara. It included 5 one- 
teacher schools, 5 two-teacher schools.

Objectives: (1) To reformulate competency based 
strategies designed earlier in a manner and style 
that practising teachers prefer, (11) to validate 
empirically the acceptability and usability of the 
proposed strategies and materials by practising 
teachers, and (ill) to assess the effectiveness of 
the proposed strategies and materials In terms 
of students’ participation and attainment. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
nine teachers selected from primary schools In 
one cluster of Dhar block of Dhar district in 
Madhya Pradesh. The tools used to collect data 
Included attainment test for Grades I, II, III, IV 
and V, competency teaching plan for 
multigrades, observation schedule and an 
opinionnaire. The collected data were subjected 
to qualitative and quantitative analysts. 

Major Findings: (1) The school profile presented 
a sad £ale as regards the effects of Shikshdk 
Samakhya, availability and filling up of vacant 
posts of teachers.

Problem: This study alms to Identify local specific 
materials to make teaching-learning process 
effective.

EVS, mathematics and 
school activities which are available and being 
used at the primary level in DPEP districts of 
Madhya Pradesh and Maharashtra, and (ii) to 
suggest the use of suitable materials in the 
teaching of various topics contained in the 
primary syllabi.

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
96 head teachers, 408 teachers and 1882 


students of Grade V drawn from 100 schools of 
Hissar District of Haryana. Stratified 
proportionate random sampling technique was 
used to -select the schools. The tools used to 
collect the data included pupil schedule, school 
schedule, teacher schedule, head teacher 
schedule. Raven's Coloured Progressive 
Matrices, Achievement Test in Language and 
Mathematics, Intellectual Achievement 
Responsibility Questionnaire, self-esteem 
inventory and metacognition questionnaire. The 
data collected were treated through HLM 
analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) There were 29% and 20 % 
variance across the school of mathematics and 
language, respectively whereas for self-esteem 
and attribution process, it was 10 and 12 
respectively.

Problem 'The present study attempts lo examine 
critically the school time-table with respect, to 
science for Standards III lo V. 

Objectives: (i) To observe whether the periods 
allotted in the syllabus for leaching science to 
Standards III lo V are sufficient in practice, 
(ii) to study priority given to science subject in 
the different school textbooks, (ill) to assess 
distribution of the portion m the textbooks and 
the unils according lo the periods given, and 
(iv) to suggest some models, activities, tips for 
carrying oul experiments in the class, guidelines 
for using leaching aids and-units for self-study 
of students. 

Methodology: The sample or the study comprised 
20 primary schools or Classes III to V. The 
sample were drawn from Aurangabad city.

primary school curriculum (1988). There was 
absolutely no scheme or no planning with the 
teachers to implement effectively the new 
curriculum (especially, teaching of science). 
(2) According to 69% primary teachers, science 
was taught in the first half of the school day, 
i.e., place given to science periods was in the 
first 3-4 periods of the time-table. (3) Unit 
planning and the yearly planning was done in 
the schools. The teachers got 69 periods in a 
year, according to the syllabus, which was not 
sufficient for the teaching of science. 
(4) Teacher’s handbooks were useful, but only 
25% teachers made use of teacher’s handbooks.

measure the level of teachers’ job involvement 
in teaching commerce at the higher secondary 
level, (v) to study the attitude of the students 


towards the study of commerce, (vi) to evaluate 
the students' achievement in commerce, and 
(vii) to analyse students' occupational 
aspirations. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
452 students and 288 commerce teachers from 
higher secondary schools of Tamil Nadu. They 
were selected through multi stage random 
sampling technique. The tools used to collect 
the data were Scale for Textbook Analysis, 
Teachers’ Effectiveness Inventory, Teachers’ Job 
Involvement Inventory and Students' Attitude 
Towards the Study of Commerce by the 
Investigator. The collected data were treated 
using descriptive and inferential statistics. 

Major Findings: (1) The commerce textbooks 
prescribed for the higher secondary classes were 
not satisfactory. (2) Question papers set for 
terminal examinations had scope , for 
improvement along with weightages given to 
objectives. (3) The commerce teachers were 
found to be fairly effective in their teaching, 
especially those who had research experience 
and their job involvement was good. 
(4) Commerce teachers in urban schools showed 
greater involvement as compared to their rural 
counterparts. (5) Students’ achievement in 
commerce and their attitude towards study of 
commerce was found to be positive and 
significant. (6) Commerce teachers’ effectiveness 
and their job-involvement was found to be 
positive and significant.

Academic aspirations of rural tenth class 
girls. Trends in Education, Vol. XXXII(l), 18- 
28. 

Problem: This study makes an attempt to study 
the academic aspirations of Class X rural girls. 

Objectives: (i) To determine the factors related 
to the academic aspirations of rural X Class girls, 
and (ii) to find out the association between socio- 
personal characteristics and academic 
aspirations. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
276 girl students of Class X from Faridkot 
district of Punjab. The schools were selected 
randomly . A questionnaire was developed to 
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collect the data for the study. The collected data 
were treated with mean, SD, ‘t’ test, chl-squaxe 
and percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) Majority of the students had 
low academic performance, were born later in 
order of birth, belonged to high caste and 
nuclear families. About 77.65 % belonged to 
large families and high income family group. The 
mothers of the respondents had low education 
and were housewives, while the fathers had 
medium and low education and were 
agriculturists. Majority of the respondents 
belonged to the medium socio-economic status 
category. (2) It revealed that 76.86 % students 
wanted to continue their studies. Almost equal 
pecentages—12.16 % and 10.20 °/b —wanted to 
stay at home or join some service. There was a 
negligible percentage of students who planned 
to get married and settle in life. (3) As regards 
choice of specific areas of study under degree 
programmes, it was found that the first three 
ranks of the area of study under the degree 
programme were occupied by B.Sc., B.A., and 
M.A., respectively. The fourth and fifth choices 
were M.B.B.S. and B.Ed. Ignorance of the 
students about the various existing degree 
programmes was evident. (4) It was found that 
majority of the students from low socio-economic 
status aspired for arts degree, whereas majority 
from the high socio-economic status aspired for 
science degree courses. (5) It was found that 
the majority of the students from high caste 
preferred degree level of education than from 
the low caste and medium caste categories. But 
there was no significant association between 
academic aspirations and caste of the 
respondents. Similarly, family type, family size, 
family income, parents’ education were not 
significantly associated with academic 
aspirations but mother's and father's 
occupations and socio-economic status of the 
respondents were significantly associated with

Objectives: (i) To study the attitudes of the 
teachers towards modernization in terms of 
significant patterns, (ii) to study the differences 
in personality factors of the teachers from male- 
female. rural-urban, English medium- Hindi 
medium and government - aided schools, and

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised

colleges of Moradabad division. The sample was 
selected through stratified random sampling 
technique.

Major Findings: (1) The male school teachers 
were more attentive about modernization in the 
educational sphere than female school teachers.

A critical inquiry into 
the academic staff orientation scheme of 

U.G.C. Ph.D., Edu. The Maharaja Sayqjirao 
Univ.ofBaroda. Guide: DrT.P. Lulla. 

Problem: The study examines the present status 
of academic staff orientation scheme and its 
impact on the beneficiaries and functionaries 
of the Academic Staff Colleges. 

Objectives: (1) To study the progress of Academic 
Staff Orientation Scheme (ASOS) with reference 
to orientation programme, (11) to report the 
current status of Academic Staff Colleges (ASCs) 
with reference to infrastructure, human 
resources and finance, (ill) to study the 
suitability of the present model of orientation 
programme with reference to Its structure, 
organization, curriculum, instructional process 
and evaluation, (iv) to study the participants’ 
overall perception of the ASOC, (v) to study the 
problems of participant teachers with reference 
to their selection for orientation course, (vi) to 
study the problems of ASCs regarding 
organization of orientation programme, and 
(vii) to study the impact of orientation courses 
on teachers who participated in orientation 
programmes. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
IS Directors of ASCs, 240 participant teachers 
and 30 resource persons from 7 Academic Staff 
Colleges. The ASCs were selected through 


random sampling technique. The tools used to 
collect the data included questionnaires, rating 
scale, semi-structural and unstructural 
interview schedule and observation-schedule. 
The collected data were treated with 
percentages, ‘t’ test and ANOVA. 

Major Findings: (1) The progress of Academic 
Staff Orientation Scheme was far from 
satisfactory as the number of orientation 
programmes conducted and number of 
participants that participated in those 
programmes was far below the proposed target 
for such programmes. (2) Considering the 
infrastructure, there were both resourceful ASCs 
and poor ASCs. In many ASCs the core academic 
posts were found to remain vacant often. 
(3) Financial position of the ASCs, though found 
to be stable, the directors of ASCs did not seem 
to be fully satisfied regarding allocation of the 
funds. (4) Though the present duration of the 
orientation programme was rated as adequate 
by the directors of ASCs and the participants, 
there was a pervasive feeling that the course 
duration should be reduced by a week. (5) Most 
of the curricular components were rated as 
relevant by the directors and participants except 
by the participants from commerce faculty. 
(6) In general, the participants gave favourable 
ratings regarding reading/reference material 
supplied during orientation programme. 
(8) Participants’ overall perception about the 
orientation programme was not good. (9) During 
the orientation programme participants were 
mainly faced with the problems of completing 
their assignment due to lack of sufficient 
reference material in the ASC libraries, non¬ 
availability of meaningful transcript of the 
lectures and discussion briefs, problems of 
adjusting in the sub-standard boarding and 
lodging and non availability of resource persons 
for clarification of doubts, (10) The ASCs had 
their own set of problems pertaining to lack of 
adequate infrastructure, human resources, 
sufficient fund, proper response from its 
clientele, non-availability of competent resource 
persons at local level and lack of adequate 
technical support from university and UGC, (11) 
There were mixed reactions amongst the 
teachers regarding the impact of orientation 
programme. For half of the respondents, 
orientation courses were inspiring, whereas, for 
majority of the teachers change-tn their style of 
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Leaching, writing skills, relationship with 
students and participation in collective decision 
making was not significant.

Problem: This study reports on the try-out of a 
task-based course to teach English at the 
Primary Training College (PTC) level. 

Objectives: (i) To improve the trainees' 
competence in English, and (11) to improve their 
professional skills in teaching English. 

Methodology: Both the survey method and the 
experimental method were used in this study. 
The needs of the PTC trainees were identified 
through responses obtained from questionnaires 
and personal interviews. The course was tried 
out in four Primary Training Colleges in two 
districts - Kheda and Panchmahal. In each 
group there were 30 to 45 trainees. The contact 
period was six weeks in each case. A pre-test 
and a post-test were administered before and 
after the try-out. Mean, SD. Co-efficient of 
Variation and 't' test scores were computed to 
establish statistical significance. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) About 70 % of the trainees 
were interested in learning English because 
many of the primary schools in the state offered 
English in Standards V to VII. (2) The teachers 
in the primary schools were aware of their 
limited language competence which made it 
difficult for them to teach English. (3) The 
practicing teachers in the secondary schools 
were dissatisfied with the teaching of the primary 
school teachers. (4) There was a need for a 
course in English and ELT in the PTCs. (5) The 
task-based course prepared as part of this study 
was suitable for trainees of both urban and rural- 
areas, including tribal regions. (6) The course 
was helpful in developing a significant amount 
of interaction. (7) The tasks used in the course 
can even be used by the trainees in their own

Objectives: (1) To assess the inter-reliability of 
public examinations, (ii) to assess the reliability 
of Cloze tests as an objective and scientific 
measure of reading, comprehension and over¬ 
all language proficiency in English as a second 
language within the tests themselves, proving 
thereby the in-built reliability of Cloze tests,

battery of Cloze tests for the college-entrants, 
and (v) to examine whether Clarke and Burdell 
Model based on Cloze scores can be used for 
diagnostic purposes.

The Cloze tests were 
developed and administered to collect the data.

Major Findings: (1) Applying Conolly and 
Sluckin's guidance formula.scores of the 
students in English at the S.S.C. and H.S.C. 
Exams, moderately correlated with each other. 
(2) Cloze scores of the students and their scores 
in English at the H.S.C, Exam, gave a high 
correlation, (3) The in-built equivalence 
reliability of Cloze tests by applying KR (21) 
formula was for Arts, 0.94; for science, 0.88 and 
for commerce 0.92, (4) Using Clarke andBudell's 
Model for diagnosing the areas of weaknesses, 
based on Cloze scores, it *was found that a 
majority failed in distinguishing the semantically 
weak students as against the syntactically weak 
ones in the given-situation of our experiment.

Objectives: (i) To assess the usefulness of 
exercises on idioms and phrases given in the 
Marathi (mother tongue) textbooks, (ii) to develop 
teaching models that may be useful in preparing

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
60 pupils. Of these, first 30 pupils were selected 
from Class V and the remaining 30 pupils from 
Class VIII.

The researcher prepared 
a list of Marathi idioms and phrases to 
administer a test.

Problem: The study tries to investigate into the 
proficiency in the subject of Gujarati of the 
secondary school teachers. 

Objectives: (i) To construct and standardize a 
test to study Gujarati language proficiency of 
secondary school teachers, (ii) to study the 
Gujarati language proficiency of secondary 
school teachers in relation to area, sex, 
educational qualifications, experience, socio¬ 
economic-status, teaching and reading interest 
of the subject, (iii) to study the effect of SES on 
Gujarati language proficiency of secondary 
school teachers, and (iv) to study the effect of 
teaching and reading interest of subjects on 
Gujarati language proficiency of secondary 
school teachers. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised

'teachers. (3) M.A., B.Ed. secondary school 
teachers obtained a higher mean in the Gujarati 
language proficiency score than B.A., B.Ed.

B.A.,B.Ed secondary school teachers obtained 
a higher mean in the Gujarati language 
proficiency score than other graduate teachers. 
(5) More than 16 years of educational experience

Objective: To compare the developed software 
package with traditional method in terms of 
reasoning ability in science by considering 
intelligence as a co-variate. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
67 students of both the sexes of Class IX from 
Indore Public School (IPS) and Rising Star Higher 
Secondary School (RSHSS), Indore. 32 students 
from IPS constituted the experimental group 
whereas 35 students from RSHSS constituted 
the control group. Their age ranged between 13 
to 16 years and they belonged to average SES. 
The tools used to collect the data included Group 
Intelligence Test of Mehta and Reasoning Ability 
in Science by Joshi and Mahapatra. The 
collected data were analysed using ANCOVA. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that the adjusted 
mean scores on overall reasoning ability in 
science and its aspects of the students taught 
through developed software package differed 
significantly from those taught through 
traditional method when intelligence was taken 


as a co-variate. (2) It was found that the adjusted 
mean for analogy classificationsv electic, 
deductive inductive reasoning and overall 
reasoning in science of students taught through 
developed computer software package were' 
significantly higher than the corresponding 
figures for those taught through traditional 
method.

The collected 
data were treated using mean, SD and 
correlation. 

Major Finding: There existed a significant inter¬ 
relationship among all the selected soccer 
playing ability variable thereby confirming the 
validity of the soccer test.

Objectives: (i) To check the validity and efficiency 
of somatometry predicting complications and 
outcome of nutrition, (ii) to derive the 
determinants of undernutrition and its extent, 
(iii) to investigate the prevalence of nutrition 
related diseases and their causes, (lv) to study 
the impact of socio-economic conditions on 
nutrition, (v) to study consumption pattern of 
foodstuffs and to assess the extent of awareness 
about nutrition, health and diseases, (vi) to 
understand conceptual ideas of health and 
diseases, (vii) to assess the extent of awareness 
about nutrition, health and disease, (viii) to 
compare and contrast the results of the present 
study with similar studies, and (ix) to 
recommend treatment, intervention 
programmes and suggest preventive measures 
for undernutrition. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised

wisdom. (2) It was found that the level of 
education influenced the perceptions of mothers 
in the case of boldness, tidiness, friendship and 
leadership. However, the level of education of 
the mothers was not found to have significant 
effect on these aspects - alertness, cheerfulness, 
bravery, self-confidence, independence ancl 
wisdom.

were influenced by their level of income in the 
case of bravery, friendship, independence, 
leadership and wisdom.

(2) The indirect teacher talk had not shown any 
relationship with non-verbal creative thinking 
but it could be increased to a high degree when 
the student-teachers were trained through 
micro-teaching technique because the coefficient 
of correlation between Indirect Teacher Talk 
and non-verbal creativity had been found to 
increase and become significant.

Problem: This study attempts to find out the 
relationship between two styles of leadership— 
initiating structure and consideration —- and 


the satisfaction reported on five different needs 
areas, namely, physical, social, esteem, 
autonomy and self-actualization. 

Objective: To study the relationship between 
satisfaction of need areas (physical, social, 
esteem, autonomy and self actualization) and 
the two styles of leadership (initiating structure 
and consideration) with reference to 
management, sex and years of experience of the 
college teachers, 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
124 teachers covering lecturers, readers and 
professors, drawn from four colleges of the 
Mysore city, Their age ranged between 24 to 58 
years. The tools used to collect data were Leader 
Behaviour Description Questionnaire (LBDO) 
and Job Satisfaction Inventory by Jayalakshmi 
Indiresan, The collected data were treated with 
coefficients of correlation. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that satisfaction 
of different need areas, namely, physical, social, 
esteem, autonomy and self-actualization were 
differentially related to the two styles of 
leadership namely, initiating structure and 
consideration. (2) With regard to government 
college teachers, it was found that some 
correlations between the perceived supervisory 
styles and reported satisfaction^ of need areas 
were positive and some were negative. Their 
correlations were not significant. (3) With regard 
to private college teachers, it was found that the 
correlations between social needs, autonomy 
needs and initiating structure were positive and 
significant. In the case of correlations between 
the need areas and the supervisory style of 
consideration, they were pbsitive but not 
significant. (4) With regard to lady college 
teachers, it was found that all correlations 
between need areas and the supervisory style 
initiating structure were positive, whereas, the 
correlations between the need areas and 
supervisory style of consideration were positive 
in the case of physical and social need 
satisfaction and negative with esteem, 
autonomy, self-actualization need satisfaction. 
(5) With regard to male college teachers, it was 
found that the correlations between all the five 
need areas and the supervisory style initiating 
structure were positive and significant, whereas 
the correlations between physical, social, esteem 
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and autonomy need areas and supervisory style 
consideration were positive but not significant. 

(6) With regard to college teachers having 
teaching experience of less than ten years, it 
was found that the correlations between the 
need areas - physical and social needs - and 
the leadership style initiating structure were 
positive and significant and the correlation of 
other need areas were positive but they were 
not significant.

Visvesaran, Sentence Completion Test and 
Achievement Motivation by Shantamani and 
Hafeez. The collected data were treated with inter 
correlation matrix, multiple regression analysis 
and F-ratio. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) It was found that the factor 
of intelligence had high positive relation with 
teacher effectiveness among the B.Ed. students. 
(2) The factor of intelligence had been found to 
be 51 %. The positive correlation Indicated that 
higher the intelligence the better was the teacher 
effectiveness as perceived by the teacher 
educators. (3) It was found that among the male 


student-teachers, the inter-correlation matrix 
showed a significant correlation between teacher 
effectiveness, intelligence and achievement- 
motivation, 40 % attributed by intelligence while 
achievement-motivation, self-concept, attitude 
towards teaching and anxiety contributed 
negligibly.

Problem: The study examines whether 
disciplinary differences do exist in the learning 
styles of in-service secondary school teachers 
in Indian socio cultural ethos. 

Objective: To find out the differences in learning 
styles of in-service secondary school teachers 
when categorised by discipline area taught viz., 
science/maths, language and social studies. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
80 secondary school teachers of district Shimla 
(Himachal Pradesh). Forty teachers belonged to 
science/maths, 20 teachers belonged to 
language and 20 teachers were from social 
studies. The tool used to collect the data was 
Inventory of Learning Processes (ILP) by 
Schmeck, Rlbich and Ramanaih. The collected 
data were analysed by T test. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that science/ 
maths teachers exhibited higher level of deep 
processing than social studies teachers but 
lower level of elaborative processing than 
language teachers. (2) On fact retention, all the 
three groups of teachers were found to be alike.

Objectives: (i) To collect information about the 
various activities carried out under socially 
useful productive work programme in primary 
schools of Gujarat state, (ii) to know the 
objectives as laid down by the framers of the 
socially useful productive work and 
expectations of the government In fulfilling 
them, (ill) to collect opinions of the students, 
the subject teachers, the principals so as to 
know how the programme has been 
implemented and to what extent it has been 
successful, (iv) to know their difficulties in the 
proper execution of the subject, (v) to get 
valuable suggestions from the subject teachers 
and principals concerned with programme for 
its proper implementation, and (vi) to make a 
proper diagnosis of the whole malady and to 
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pin-point the remedial measures for fulfilling the 
expectations, as laid down under this 
programme. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
6450 subjects covering 150 principals, 300 
teachers and 6000 students of Standards VI and 
VII from 150 private, public, rural and urban 
schools of Gujarat state. The sample was 
selected Lhrough stratified cluster sampling 
method. The tools used to collect data were 
questionnaire and opinionnaire. The collected 
data were treated qualitatively. 

Major Findings: (11 The main activities covered

Objectives: (1) To study the contributing effects 
of adequate depth of feeling on the need for 
achievement, (11) to study the famine and 
musculine differences as regards the need for 
achievement, (ill) to study the differences among 
cerebral palsied, congenitally blind and non¬ 
handicapped children and the need for 
achievement, and (iv) to study the interactive 
relations among three Ivs. of the study both at 
bi-variate and tri-variate levels. 

Methodology: The initial sample comprised 600 
children of both sexes (boys and girls). Out of 
these, 200 children were cerebral palsied, 200 
children were congenitally blind and 200 
children were normal.

in science suitable for slow learners at the 
secondary level. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
600 children of secondary level. The relevant 
data were collected using Raven’s Progressive 
Matrices and Cumulative Record of School 
Children. The collected data were treated using 
mean, SD and V test. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that there was 
a significant relationship between the expected 
and actual output of the slow learners after 
administering the self contained modules for 
slow learners. (2) A polygon clearly exhibited the 
students mastery in the subjects taught with 
the help of modules, (3) Students showed 
positive attitude towards the self contained 
modules by answering the questionnaire. (4) It 
was found that the self contained modules were 
suitable for slow learners.

Objectives: (i) To find out the incidence rate'of 
children with learning disabilities in schools of 
Sehore block of Madhya Pradesh, (ii) to develop 
a tool to study the nature of learning disabilities 
in Hindi and arithmetic, and (iii) to evolve 
strategies to enhance the capability of classroom 
teachers in preventing learning disabilities. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
20 learning disabled children each in Hindi and 
arithmetic. Two diagnostic tests were used to 
collect the data. The data were analysed using 
descriptive and inferential statistics. 

Major Findings: (1) The incidence of learning 
disabled children in Grade III was found to be 
7% in case of government primary schools of 
Sehore. (2) All children displayed deficit in Hindi, 
particularly in written language, oral reading, 
and recognition of words and sentences.

Problem: This study is designed to assess the 
effectiveness of specific learning strategies in the 
acquisition of vocational tasks by adults with 
severe mental retardation. 

Objectives: To investigate; (i) whether severely 
mentally retarded individuals can be trained for 
a complex vocational task such as the assembly 
of a ball point pen, (ii) whether such individuals 
can be made to learn to focus on the task if the 
information is presented to them in visual and 
accoustic form, (iii) whether such individuals 
retain and store information if the learning 
material presented to them is well organized (in 
a sequential order, broken into several steps and 
vividly presented), (iv) whether the level of IQ of 
the individual in the range of severe mental 
retardation impairs his/her competency on the 
job, (v) whether all such individuals respond 
equally well to different modes oflearning, such 
as the visual mode, the auditory mode or the 
combined visual and auditory modes, (vi) 
whether these individuals progress at the same 
rate through successive trials in the acquisition 
of a skill, and (vil) whetheirthese individuals 
living in isolated environments such as the 
Group Homes perform better on vocational skills 
than the severely mentally retarded individuals 
living with their families and attending day 
schools. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
50 individuals with severe mental retardation. 
Their age ranged between 18-35 years. They 
were selected from two cities of Delhi and 
Bangalore. The tools used to collect data were 
behavioural observations, interviews and trials 
in sequences for achieving accuracy on the task. 
The collected data were treated with 
percentages, chi-square, ANOVA and *t’ test. 

Major Findings: (1) It was observed that the 
severely mentally retarded individuals had the 
potential to learn a vocational task. (2) It wa 
found that the learning material presented iij 
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visual and acoustic forms facilitated learning and 
the absorption of the Information. 

(3) Learning was found to be facilitated among 
the severely mentally retarded Individuals when 
the material was systematically organized. It 
enabled them to retain and store information. 

(4) It was found that Individuals having a low IQ 
In the range of severe mental retardation could 
achieve the same level of competence as 
individuals having a relatively higher IQ. (5) All 
severely mentally retarded Individuals did not 
respond equally well to different modes of 
learning. They learnt best through the mode that 
they preferred. (6) All individuals in the range of 
severe mental retardation did not progress at the 
same rate. They operated with wide variations in 
the time taken to respond to a given stimulus.

Problem: This study examines the living styles of 
urban slum dwellers and the educational needs 
of their working children in the age group of 6- 
14 years who are out of school. 

Objectives: (1) To Identify the most impoverished 
group of families residing in urban slums of 
Bhopal city, (11) to study their life style with a 
view to learn their attitude towards education of 
their children, (ill) to ascertain the views of 
children regarding education and work, (iv) to 
ascertain the views of the employers of these 
children about their education, and (v) to develop 
educational strategies suitable for these children. 

Methodology: The sample for the study consisted 
of 50 children, 50 parents and 25 employers. 
Questionnaires were used to collect the data. 

Major Findings: (1) Most of the working children 


were in the age group of 10-12 years. Very few 
were in the age group of 6-10 years and 13-14 
years. (2) About 60 % of these 'children had 
been to school at some point of time; they 
dropped out due to various reasons. Only 4 % 
of them had never been to school. (3) Most of 
them preferred morning hours from -8-10 a.m. 
for studies. Evening hours were inconvenient 
as they got tired from work during the day. 
However, those starting work in early hours 
preferred evening hours - from 8-10 p.m. 
(4) All the children were keen to restart/start 
learning, if situations permitted. (5) These 
children had developed varied interests based 
on their work environment. Most of them spent 
their evenings watching TV. (6) During holidays 
they liked playing games. They also enjoyed 
the company of their friends and talking to 
them. (7) Children had to work because (a) it 
was necessary for them, (b) they had dropped 
out of school and parents wanted them to be 
gainfully employed, (c) they could not afford 
the educational expenses, (d) parents were 
illiterate and could not complete formalities for 
admission to school, and (e) school authorities 
showed non-cooperative attitude. (8) Employers 
were willing to extend as much cooperation as 
required to help educate these children. 
(9) Parents wanted their children to learn 
employable skills in schools. (lO) Parents, 
especially mothers, wanted their girl child to 
be educated. (11) Most children were illiterate 
or had relapsed into illiteracy. But those few 
boys and girls who had completed secondary 
education had no work to do. (12) Most of these 
children belonged to Scheduled Tribe and other 
backward classes. (13) Majority of the parents 
were illiterate, daily wage earners having no 
idea about any form of schooling, (14) Most of 
these families were living in the city for the last 
three generations.

programme, and (Hi) to Identify the deficiencies 
in the Implementation of adult education 
programme and to evolve a model for 
improvement of the adult education programme. 

Methodology: Tire sample of the study comprised 
3464 subjects, covering 29 principals, 29 
programme officers, 30 supervisors, 300 
instructors, 76 adults who did not participate 
in adult education programme and 3000 
illiterate adults who participated in the adult 
education programme. They were selected 
randomly. The tools used were interview 
schedules, questionnaires, and questionnalre- 
cum-check-list. The collected data were treated 
with percentage. 

Major Findings: (I) The difficulties faced by the 
supervisors and instructors and experienced by 
the principals were non-availability of room/ 
place for running adult education centres, poor 
attendance of adult learners, lack of co¬ 
operation of local persons and adult learners 
who were senior to instructors. (2) 90 % of the 


adult learners were able to read and write simple 
sentences, letters (post-card) and do simple 
calculations in daily life. (3) 70 % of adult 
learners became aware of elements of health and 
hygiene, rights and duties of citizenship and 
participation in general discussion.(4) 50 % of 
the adult learners started acting independently 
in taking decisions, in participating in general 
discussions, opening saving accounts , etc.

Problem: It attempts to explore the effect of four 
demographic variables of gender, religion, family 
type and age on people’s attitude towards the 
role and status of women in India. Twin pilot 
studies comprise the present study. 

Objectives: (i) To explore the sex role 
egalitarianism and the attitudes toward the 
issues relating to Indian women in the present 
society, and (ii) to reveal the dynamic processes, 
if any, of such attitudes by assessing the 
differences associated with the gender, age, 
religion and family type. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 370 male 
and female respondents of three age groups— 
young respondents (18-25 years), middle age 
respondents (35-50 years) and old age 
respondents (60 years and above). Out of 370, 
173 respondents participated in 1st study and 
197 in the 2nd study. The tools used to collect 
data were Sex-role Egalitarianism Scale by Beera 
and others and Attitude Towards Women Scale 
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by the author. The collected data were treated 
with mean and AN OVA. 


Mqjor Findings: (1) A gender wise comparison of 
mean score Indicated that except in the 60 years 
and above group, females scored more than 
males In all ten attitudlnal areas. However, only 
with respect to the harassment of women and 
women’s right to inheritance, was the main effect 
of gender significant. (2) Hindu respondents 
demonstrated greater sex role egalitarianism 
and were more supportive of women's issues 
than the Muslim respondents. (3) The effect of 
age was also found to be significant in all areas 
except the women's right to inheritance issues: 
the young and the old were equally conservative. 

(4) The young and middle aged women groups 
were more non-tradltlonal than men, but in the 
case of old age group, men were more non- 
tradltlonal than women. The interaction effects 
of religion and age and gender and religion were 
also significant in all the ten attitudinal areas. 

(5) The young Hindu respondents were the most 
egalitarian and liberals as compared to their 
counterparts. (6) The gender differences in the 
second study were found to be significant in two 
sex role areas, l.e. educational and social, and 
two of women’s issues, l.e. dowry and women’s 
right to inheritance. (7) Respondents from 
nuclear families exhibited greater egalitarianism 
regarding parental and educational roles, were 
more supportive of the inter-caste marriages and 
were more opposed to harassment of women 
than respondents from the Joint families. 
(8) Younger age groups were found to have 
higher mean scores in all ten attitudinal areas, 
thus demonstrating non-traditionalism than 
those of the older age groups. (9) The two way 
interactional effects of gender and age were 
found to be significant in all the areas except 
one issue — ‘women's right to inheritance’. 
(10) The age related mean differences were 
similar in nuclear and joint family types. (11) 
The mean differences between the female 
respondents belonging to the nuclear v/s joint 
families were greater than those between the 
male respondents from the two family types. 
(12) The young Hindu female respondents were 
found to be the most non-traditional among all

Problem: The present study attempts to assess 
the effectiveness of intervention strategies in the 
learning of population education concepts by 
Standard IX pupils in Coimbatore. 

Objectives: (i) To study the effectiveness of video 
and tape-slide strategies in learning population 
education concepts by the pupils of Standard 
[X, (ii) to compare the effectiveness of teaching 
devices — pupil discussion, interactive 
instructions and assignment — incorporated 
into the intervention strategies, (iii) to develop 
achievement tests and an attitude test that 
enable to assess the effectiveness of the 
strategies and the devices, (iv) to assess the 
influences of socio-economic status on the 
knowledge and attitude of the pupils, as seen 
from the test scores in achievement and attitude 
scale, before exposing them to the experimental 
programme, (v) to compare the relative 
effectiveness of the intervention strategies and 
devices in terms of locality, gender and their 
interactions, and (vi) to find out the correlation 
between pre- and post-achievement scores and 
pre- and post-attitude scores in various strategy 
devices and with socio-economic status. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
400 pupils of Standard IX from four schools of 
Coimbatore, belonging to both urban and rural 
localities. The schools were selected through 
random sampling technique. A video lesson, 
tape-slide lesson, achievement test and attitude 
scale developed by the investigator were used 
as tools to collect the data. The collected data 
were treated with ‘t’ test, analysis of variance, 
analysis of co-variance, Scheffe’s test and 
correlation coefficient. 
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Major Findings: (1) Both video and tape-slide 
strategies were effective in the training of 
population education concepts compared to the 
traditional method of teaching for Standard IX 
pupils and the difference was significant, (2) The 
two strategies, namely video and tape-slide, were 
also effective in developing favourable attitude 
towards checking population growth and the 
difference in gain scores was significant between 
the control and experimental groups. (3) The 
effect of video strategy was the same between 
boys and girls, between gender and locality and 
between gender and devices, which was at equal 
level of understanding. (4) In all the three devices 
- interactive video, pupil discussion and 
assignment - experimental groups performed 
better than control groups. (5) The co-variates, 
SES and pre-test achievement scores, in tape- 
slide strategy were significant. Girls performed 
better than boys and rural pupils performed 
better than their counterparts in urban areas. 
In all the cases of interactions of gender, locality 
and devices, the experimental groups performed 
better than their counterparts in the control 
groups. (6) The order of effectiveness of the 
devices in learning population education 
concepts using tape-slidd strategy was 
interactive, tape-slide and pupil discussion and 
assignment. (7) The covariates, SES and pre¬ 
test attitude scores, were significant. In all the 
three experimental devices and the cases of 
interactions of gender, locality and devices, the 
pupils of experimental group developed a more 
favourable attitude towards checking population 
growth than control group.

Objectives: (i) To find out the extent to which 
teachers and headmasters followed the concept 
and methodology of population education,

be developed among the pupils of primary as 
well as secondary schools, and (ill) to find out 
the overall position of the institutionalization of 
population education in primary and secondary 
schools. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
19,322 primary and 3,508 secondary 
headmasters, 48,439 primary and 3,816 
secondary teachers, 17,738 primary and 7,468 
secondary pupils, and 198 BEOs. The tools used 
to collect data included Awareness Tests for 
Standards I to VIII students, an interview 
schedule and an observation schedule. The 
collected data were treated with mean. SD and 
percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that most df the 
teachers already knew the contents 6f 
population education. (2) The study showed that 
the orientation programmes did benefit some 
teachers because the minimum score rose by 
three and a half times, (3) The orientation 
programmes succeeded in developing the 
desired awareness among pupils. (4) The group 
interviews with teachers revealed that 
population education was not taken seriously 
enough by the teachers. (5) The population 
education programme could satisfactorily 
develop the desired awareness among the 
students.

Objectives: (1) To compare the population 
awareness of rural adults of advanced villages 
with rural adults of backward villages, (li) to 
study population awareness of rural adults in 
relation to their age, educational status, family 
size, family structure, caste, income and 
occupation, (ill) to compare the population 
awareness of rural adults belonging to different 
age groups, educational status, family size, 
family structure, caste, income and occupation, 
and (iv) to compare the population awareness 
ofyoung, middle aged and old aged rural adults. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
598 rural adults. Out of them. 401 adults (200 
males and 201 females) were from advanced 
villages and 197 adults (105 males and 92 
females) were from backward villages of Ropar 
district. The tools used to collect data were bio¬ 
data forms and Papulation Awareness Test. The 
collected data were treated with mean, SD and 
't' test. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that rural adults, 
males as well as females, of advanced villages 
were higher in population awareness than the 
rural adults of backward villages. (2) In relation 
to their age, family size, caste and business, 
rural adults of advanced villages were more 
aware of population problems than their 
counterparts from backward villages. But there 
existed no difference in the population 
awareness of rural adults of advanced and 
backward villages in relation to their gender. 
(3) As regards educational status, there existed 
no difference in the population awareness of 
illiterate rural adults, but moderately qualified 
and high qualified rural adults were more aware 
of population explosion than the rural adults of 
backward villages.

Malaysia and Kenya, (ii) to 
study the historical growth of education in the 
four countries, (iii) to study the educational 
policies and development of educational systems 
of the countries under study during 20th 
century, (iv) to trace the various steps taken by 
the different governments from time to time 
during 20th century in handling/solving the 
problems of education, through educational 
surveys, reports of the committees and 
commissions on education, (v) to observe the 
value aspect in the educational systems of the 
countries under study, and (vi) to compare 
various levels and aspects of educational 
systems of the four countries to derive 
conclusion in value perspective, in reference to 
Indian system of education. 

Methodology: The researcher has used historico- 
analytlcal method in the study. The study has 
been carried out based on library work, 



Major Findings: (1) As hypothesized in the 
beginning, the cause of 'value crisis’ or moral 
degeneration in India cannot be attributed to 
making education secular, devoiding it of 
religious or moral content. This has been 
substantiated by research studies which 
unequivocally show that people who are 
instructed in moral and religious education are 
found no better than those who are not so 
instructed. (2) The pattern of development of 
educational systems in the three countries viz., 
India, Malaysia and Kenya has been uniform to 
a large extent with respect to common motive of 
the colonies successfully creating the ‘elite’ 
group through various government-policies and 
the ‘public school’ system of English education. 

(3) The beneficiaries of this education in the 
three erstwhile British colonies had responded 
differently to the introduction of this system, 
adopting it according to their social structure, 

(4) The main character of development of 
education in India after independence was 
marked by an haphazard expansion of education 
at all levels and in all fields without taking 
cognizance of its quality, excellence, or man¬ 
power needs resulting in collosal unemployment 
and brain-drain contributing to further Value 
crisis’in India.

Bandh, B.H. 1995. A critical study of 
assessment system in colleges of education. 

Ph.D., Edu. Amravati Univ. Guide: Dr. W.G. 
Dahake. 

Problem: It attempts to examine the effectiveness 
of the traditional system of examination and 
Cumulative Grade Point Average (C.G.P.A.) 
system of assessment with special reference to 
reliability and objectivity in assessment of pupils 
in education faculty. 

Objectives: (i) To present a clear picture of 
assessment done traditionally and following 
C.G.P.A. system in the faculty of education, 
(ii) to measure the internal consistency in the 
marks given to the sessional work by the 
teachers following the traditional as well as 
C.G.P.A. system, (iii) to search for the extent of 
reliability in the assessment done in practical 


examinations and in theory papers, (iv) to 
examine the work ability of traditional as well 
as C.G.P.A. system with special reference to 
objectivity and reliability in the assessment, and 
(v) to search for the effectiveness of assessment 
system in practice and to examine the possibility 
of suggesting a more effective system. 

Methodology: Marks obtained by the students 
during 1985 to 1990 inB.Ed. examinations were 
collected from two university records, namely 
Nagpur University and Amravati University. The 
total number of students whose marks were 
collected was nearly six thousand. Records of 
B.Ed. examinations conducted during 1985-90 
and an interview schedule were used to collect 
relevant data. Mean, SD, chi-square, correlation 
coefficient and regression analysis were used 
to treat the data. 

Major Findings: (1) Internal consistency was 
relatively more in the evaluation of written 
examination than in the practical examination. 
(2) Correlation coefficient between marks 
obtained in theory examination and in practical 
examination was found very poor. (3)'Because 
the teachers were conditioned to traditional 
assessment system, a significantly large number 
of them had not even taken pains in 
understanding C.G.P.A. scheme. (4) C.G.P.A. 
gave importance to consistency as a result of 
which even if a student gets more marks but 
lacks in consistency, he gets lower grade than 
the one having less marks but more consistency. 

(5) Dislike towards C.G.P.A. scheme of 
assessment was observed as a result of its 
complexity.

Problem: If attempts to study the steps taken in 
constructing and standardizing a group test of 
intelligence in Gujarati for the pupils of 
Standards V, VI and VII. 

Objectives: (i) To construct an intelligence test 
in Gujarati for the pupils of Standards V, VI «nH 
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VII, (ii) to prepare Instructions to conduct the 
test, (111) to standardize the test on a 
representative sample of pupils, (lv) to-set 
different types of norms for the test, age norms 
for age 9 to 13, grade norms for Standards V, VI 
and VII, area wise and zone wise averages, (v) to 
see if there is any significant difference among 
the average scores of boys and girls and different 
areas and zones, (vi) to plot a graph of mean 
scores of ages against ages, and to draw a curve 
of mental growth, (vii) to determine the reliability 
and validity of the test, and (viii) to prepare a 
manual for the test comprising of a ready- 
reckoner of IQs from scores. 

Methodology: The sample used in the study 
covered 2,583 pupils (1,300 boys and 1,283 girls) 
drawn from five zones of Gujarat, who were 
studying in Classes V, VI and VII. Their age 
ranged from 9 to 13 years. They were selected 
through stratified random cluster sampling 
method. After studying various tests prepared 
in America and India, suitable items to be 
Included in the test were coined for the following 
sub-tests. Verbal: odd-man-out, following 
directions, analogies, and Non Verbal: mirror 
images, sequence of pictures, progressive 
matrices. These items were then subjected to 
item — analysis procedures to determine item- 
validity and item-facility values, based on a 
sample of370 pupils, and were then rearranged 
in spiral omnibus pattern. Thus the final version 
of the test comprised of 78 items to be attempted 
in 35 minutes. A practice test -of 12 items to 
represent the six sub-tests preceded the actual 
test. Age norms, grade norms, area wise norms 
and zone wise norms were developed, Then the 
averages were plotted on a graph paper and were 
smoothed to show the curve of mental growth, 
From this curve, norms for different ages were 
determined. A ready-reckoner of IQs and PRs was 
prepared for each possible score and the IQs were 
classified for the understanding of the user. 

Major Findings: (1) Rural schools were found very 
backward and semi-urban schools were found 
backward than the urban schools. In rural 
schools, some pupils could not read or write even 
their names, and could not understand the 
method of the sub-tests. So about 150 booklets 
of such pupils had to be rejected. (2) Rural and 
semi-rural pupils were not conscious of the speed

Objectives: (i) To apply item response theory 
(IRT) to the partial credit scoring of the 
metacognitive reading awareness of secondary 
school students, and (ii) to validate the Index 
of Reading Awareness (IRA)-, in the framework 
of item response theory (IRT). 

Methodology: The sample of the study 
comprised 289 boys and girls studying in 
Standard VIII in six different secondary schools 
in Bhavnagar city. They were selected through 
random technique. The tool used to collect data 
was Index of Reading Awareness by Paris and 
Jacobs. The collected data were treated with 
mean, SD and ‘t’ test. 

Major Findings: (1) The Rasch Partial Credit 
Model (RPCM) of Item Response Theory was 
applicable to the partial credit scoring of the 
metacognitive reading awareness of secondary 
school students. (2) As a result of this study, a 
reliable and valid metacognitive reading 
awareness test was obtained in Gujarati 
language using the RPCM In the framework of 
IRT. (3) The item of the Index of Reading 
Awareness (IRA) were reasonably successful in 
defining the variable of metacognitive reading 
awareness. They were unidimensional and 
locally independent for measuring the variable. 
On the whole, the data were satisfactorily fit to 
the RPCM. (4) Although the person parameter 
estimates were not item free, the -iite-m 
parameter estimates were person free, as they 
were invariant.

to two feedback corrective — teacher and peer,

The tools used to collect 
data were achievement test, Raven’s Standard 
Progressive Matrices, Socio-economic Status 
Scale by Kuppuswamy, Scientific Attitude Scale 
by Avinash Grewal and Mastery Learning 
Strategy Attitude Scale by the investigator. The 
collected data were treated with mean, SD, t- 
test, F-test and analysis of co-variance. 

Major Fundings: (1) The students taught through 
mastery learning strategy achieved and retained 
significantly higher than the students taught 
through Conventional method of teaching. 
(2) The students subjected to teacher feedback 
corrective and peer feedback corrective did not 
differ in their achievement and retention, 
respectively. (3) Boys taught through mastery 
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learning strategy achieved significantly better 
than girls but they did not differ on the retention 
scores. (4) There was no significant difference 
in the students' attitude towards science before 
and after being taught through mastery learning 
strategy and conventional method of teaching 
strategy.

Problem: It attempts to study the impact of 
creative educational environment of learning 
and performance. 

Objectives: (i)To study the present approach 
and methodology of the curriculum and 
school systems of primary schools, (ii) to 
explore the responses of the students 
towards the existing educational system and 
observe their learning behaviour and pace, 
(iii) to observe the responses of the students 
towards creative environment, methods and 
process of learning, and (iv) to find out the 
impact of creative educational environment 
of learning and performance.

Objective: To study the comparative impact of 
wheat and milk (WM) and wheat soyabean and 
ground nuts (WSG) mixes on physical growth, 
biochemical status, clinical symptoms, 
neuromuscular and motor-mental development 
of the severely malnourished preschool children. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 130 sample 
children who were selected and divided into 
three groups. Group A — control, remained 
under observation only (n30). Group — B. kept 
on WM feeding (n50) and Group — C, kept on 
WSG mix feeding (n50). Their age ranged from 
1-3 years from 20 slums of Indore city. The 
indigenously formulated mix WM Wheat and 
Milk in 1:1 proportions and WSG (Wheat 
Soyabean and Groundnut in 5:3:2 proportions) 
were prepared by roasting, grinding and mixing 
of all ingredients. For palatabllity and energy 
balance the mixes were supplemented by sugar 
and ghee, 461 Kcal and 454 Kcal energy and 
15.8 gm and 17.60 gm protein at a cost of 
Rs.5,34 and Rs.1.33 (1993 price rate) were 
provided by lOO gms of WM and WSG mixes 
respectively.

competitions, school awarded prizes to the 
winners, physical education teachers performed 
duties other than physical education 
programmes, other teachers showed interest in 
physical education programmes, schools allotted 
separate periods for games and schools held 
their sports during the school hours. (2) Negative 
aspects of the programmes included that a 
majority of schools had inadequate physical 
education teachers, playgrounds, playground 
area in proportion to the number of students. 
Schools did not have gymnasium halls, 
swimming pools, facility of first aid, and physical 
education as a subject. School did not organise 
annual sports and prize distribution function, 
insufficient budget, heads of the schools were 
dissatisfied with the present conditions of games 
and sports.

Media-based Non-interactive Group 
instruction (MNGI) and AV Presentation as a 
Support System (SS) in developing listening 
comprehension in English at higher secondary 
stage, (ii) to find out whether there is significant 
difference among Lhe different instructional 
strategies, viz. CTM, MNGI and AV as a support 
system (SS) in terms of their effectiveness in 
modifying the micro-skills which are required 
for local listening comprehension and global 
listening comprehension among the higher

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of teaching strategies in relation to creativity 
on conceptual learning of Grade XI students 
of commerce.

Problem: It attempts to study the interactive 
effects of two major domains — teaching 
strategies and creativity on learning outcomes 
and retention of concepts of Grade XI students 
of commerce. 

Objectives: (i) To compare adjusted mean 
learning scores and adjusted mean retention 
scores of students belonging to Advance 
Organizer Model (AOM), Concept Attainment 
Model (CAM) and the Conventional Method (CM) 
by taking intelligence and pre-test scores as 
covariates, and (ii) to study the effect of 
treatment, creativity and their Interaction on 
conceptual learning and on concept retention 
of students. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
96 students divided into three groups (two 
experimental and one control group), each group 
had 32 students of Grade XI of commerce group 
belonging to three Government Senior 
Secondary Schools. They were selected using 
random sampling technique. The tools used to 
collect data were Standard Progressive Matrices 
by J.C. Haven, Mehdi’s List of Creative Thinking, 
and Concept Attainment Test developed by tire 
Investigator. The collected data were treated with 
mean, SD, analysis of covariance, analysis of 
variance and't' test. 

Major Findings: (l) The Advance Organizer Model 
(AOM) and the Concept Attainment Model (CAM) 
were found to be more effective than the 
Conventional Model (CM) in fostering concept 
learning. (2) CAM was found more effective than 
the CM in the measure of concept retention 
whereas there was no significant difference 
between the AOM and the CM in the measure of 
concept retention. (3) AOM and the CAM were 
significantly different In the measures of concept 
retention while both were found equally effective 
In fostering concept learning. (4) The high 
creative group (HCQ) showed better concept 
learning when taught by AOM and CAM than 
the CM. (5) All the three teaching strategies when 
intergroup comparison was done showed a non 
significant result for the student of low’ creative 
group (LCG) pupils. Yet the mean scores on 


concept learning outcome tor LCG was 
maximum in CAM followed by LCG pupil’s in 
AOM group and minimum for their counterparts 
in CM- (6) The mean scores in concept learning 
outcome for the HCG pupil was found maximum 
in AOM group followed by a HCG pupils in CAM 
group and for CM group.

Problem: The present study attempts to study 
the feasibility of using primary school teachers 
as resource persons and to develop a need-based 
teacher training programme in the. municipal 
corporation schools of Solapur in bringing the 
improvement of classroom interaction 
processes. 

Objectives: (i) Tq find out the real needs or 
teacher expectations from teacher training 
programme, (11) to design a teacher need-based 
programme, and (iii) to explore the viability of 
using primary school teachers as resource 
persons. 

Methodology: The study employed the 
methodology of empowering teachers by a well 
designed, purpose-oriented teacher training 
programme. Specifically developed materials 
such as laboratory manuals, teachers' 
handbooks, and handouts were made available 
to resource persons and the teachers. School 
visits formed an essential component of the 
project.

Problem: It attempts to study the effect of school 
level variables on achievement gap between boys 
and girls. 

Objective: To explore the achievement gap 
between boys and girls on mathematics and 
language and school level factors that are 
associated with this gap.

1,746 schools from 43 districts of the eight states 
comprising 4,879 teachers and 23,700 students 
was drawn using three stage stratified random 
sampling procedure. Mathematics Test, 
Language Test, Pupil Schedule, Teacher 
Schedule and School Schedule were used to 
collect the data.

Major Findings: (1) It was found that 
achievement gap existed between boys and girls. 
Further, It showed that the achievement gap 
Increased in both the subjects after controlling 
the pupil level variable in most of the states and 
it had negative association with the achievement 
in case of all states except Kerala. The 
achievement gap in mathematics was larger 
than language. (2) It was found that the higher 
qualification of teachers helped in improving the 
achievement of students to some extent.

Objective: To .identify the minimum support 
facilities needed in schools including the process 
of empowerment of primary school teachers for 
an effective MLL achievement by each primary 
school student. 

Methodology: The sample of the study consisted 
of 13 Class II and 134- Class III students of the 
15 DPEP project schools of Dhenkenal District 
of Orissa. Tools used included general 
information schedule, diagnostic tools, interview 
schedule and competency based achievement 
tests. 

Major Findings: (1) It Was found that 59% of 
teachers had academic qualifications up to 
matrlc and rest 41% had qualifications beyond 
matric.

degree level distance learners differing in certain 
background variables, (iv) to examine 
significance of differences in the study habits of 
first degree level distance learners vis-a-vis their 
background, (v) to compare the attitude of first 
degree level distance learners towards distance

Objective: To explore the personal, economic, 
social, political and educational factors of 
motivation in relation to age among rural female 
adults. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
500 rural female adults who were participating 
in the adult education programme being 
conducted by Chandigarh Literacy Council under 
the Total Literacy Campaign. Their age ranged 
from 16 to 45 years. A questionnaire for rural 
female adults was designed to collect the data. 
The collected data were treated with percentage. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that the 
personal, social, economic, political as well as 
educational factors which motivated rural female 
adults were related to the age of the learners.

Objectives: (i) To have a complete picture of the 
prevailing position of non-formal education 
programmes in Jammu Division with special 
reference to enrolment, number of centres, 
infrastructure, role of instructors, supervisors, 
etc., (ii) to identify the factors which create 
hindrances in the promotion of non-formal 
education programmes in Jammu Division, (lii) 
to identify the factors which are helpful in 
promoting non-formal education prqgramme. 
and (iv) to have a comparative study of academic 




achievement of students of formal and non- 
formal sectors of education. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
30 supervisors, 200 instructors, 300 parents, 
400 students of non-formal education and 500 
students of formal education, who were 
randomly selected for the study.

Problem: The study attempts to find out the 
extent of autonomy exercised by the Lai 
Autonomous District' Council of Mizoram by 
adopting innovative practices to ensure school 
effectiveness among deprived groups. 

Objective: To diagnose the extent of autonomy 
exercised by the Lai Autonomous District 
Council and to identify the impediment in the 
exercise of its autonomous functioning. 

Methodology: The sample of the study covered

Objectives: (i) To know whether the prescribed 
curriculum Is fully/partly same or different for 
the tribal and non-tribal primary school • 
children, (ii) to explore the relevance of the 
prescribed primary school curriculum for the 
physical, cultural, mental, social and moral 
development of the tribal children, (ill) to 
ascertain whether or not the prescribed 
curriculum has been prepared according to the 
needs and interests of the tribals, and (iv) to 
suggest measures for modifications of the 
curriculum. 

Methodology: Forty teachers from 35 primary 
schools who were selected randomly from two 
tribal districts of Koraput and Mayurbhanj 
comprised the sample.

Major Findings: (1) It was found that the 
curriculum was same for the tribal and non- 
tribal primary school children.

(3) 50% of teachers were of the 
view that the topics included in the primary 
curriculum were partially helpful and the rest 
50% were of the view that topics included in the 
curriculum were not at all helpful for the moral 
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and spiritual development of the tribal children. 
(4) A significant percentage of teachers were of 
the view that the topics included in the primary 
school curriculum for the tribal children were 
not at all work oriented. (5) A significant 
percentage of teachers were of the view that the 
topics included in the prescribed curriculum 
were not selected so as to cater to the needs of 
the tribal children.

Most of the Interventions were of 
welfare nature and (did not cover total 
population. Their benefits were not reaching 
children in time. (4) The financial assistance 
provided under various interventions like 
scholarships, stipends and attendance 
allowance was inadequate and very few states 
had schemes to identify talented ST children. 
(5) There was no specific scheme for ensuring 
the achievement level of ST children and quality 
instructional material in tribal dialects.

The study of the people’s 
participatory management school in tribal 
areas of Visakhapatnam District (AP): A case 
study.

Problem: It attempts to study the Impact of 
participation of the tribal community in the 
growth and development of school management 
In the tribal areas of Visakhapatnam District. 

Objectives: (i) To study the gaps in establishing 
the working condition and performance of Maa 
Badt (OUR SCHOOL) as per the guidelines laid 
out by the Integrated Tribal Development 
Agency, and (ii) to find out the extent of the 
participation of the tribal, community In the 
growth and development of Maa Badi schools. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
70 tribals (60 men and 10 women), who were 
drawn from two tribal villages, namely 
Mangabanda and EGUA Pedapalll of 
Visakhapatnam District (AP). Participatory Rural 
Appraisal (PRA) technique was administered for 
facilitation of participation and getting feed back 
on thp working condition of Maa Badi School. A 
sound report was built up with the help of 
community organisers who were in the 
investigation team. 

Major Findings: (1) It was found that the people's 
participation to establish the Maa Badi School 
was successful in both the villages. (2) The 
factors on the school location, basic 
infrastructure, teaching aids and teaching 
procedure were satisfactory in both the villages.

Methodology.'The sample comprised 200 moth¬ 
ers out of which 120 were employed and 80 were 
full-time housewives belonging to middle and 
upper-middle class socio-economic back¬ 
grounds from Bhopal City. Subjects were ad¬ 
ministered an open-ended questionnaire. Col¬ 
lected data were treated with percentages and 
chi-square. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) The aspects of disciplining 
- such as 'obedience', 'lying' and 'persistence of 
negative behaviour' showed similar patterns of 
responses by both the groups. (2) Forthe child's 
disobedience, EMs used 'spanking'- relatively 
more frequently, whereas UEMs usually de¬ 
prived the child from something desired.

Problem: The focus of the present study is on 
studying the historical development of higher 
secondary education in modern Assam cover¬ 
ing 1968-1990. 

Objectives: (i) To identify vital problems in higher 
secondary education such as structure, admin¬ 
istration and organisation, examination and 
evaluation, medium of instruction, professional 
requirement, diversification, etc., and (li) to iden¬ 
tify the problems relating to infrastructural fa¬ 
cilities, planning and institutionalisation. 

Methodology :The survey method was employed 
to study the historical aspects of the past and 
present status of higher secondary education, 
physical facilities available, academic and vo¬ 
cational status maintained, language implica¬ 
tions, medium of instructions, achievements 
and progress, utilization of curriculum and syl¬ 
labus contents and its effectiveness, adminis¬ 
trative status, professional requirements and 
its shortfall and future demands, etc. Since the 
study is a historical one, the information on 
policy formulations in the period of study both 
at the national as well as the state level, the 
background study, financial implications both 
at central and state level, constitutional 


provisions, educational reforms and readjust¬ 
ments, etc., were collected from books, jour¬ 
nals, reports, circulars and records of con¬ 
nected departments, organisations and offices 
at various levels. 

Major Findings: (1) The logical setting of higher 
secondary education was yet to be decided and 
implemented, (2) The curriculum for higher sec¬ 
ondary education was rigid and not fitted in dif¬ 
ferent situations prevailed in different environ¬ 
ments. (3) The vocational bias so far stressed 
and implemented was more on theory than on 
practice. (4) The existing system of examina¬ 
tion was not sound and needed to be trans¬ 
formed to effect better quality and standard of 
education. (5) Many items of educational policy 
both at national as well as state level were not 
implemented in all seriousness causing failure 
of objectives. (6) The educational planning so 
far made and implemented failed to incorpo¬ 
rate the factors influencing development of edu¬ 
cational system with its objectives such as so¬ 
cial demand, economic and political needs, etc. 
(7) The higher secondary schools of Assam were 
being run with poor facilities of building, equip¬ 
ment and trained personnel. (8) The present 
administrative system was not so effective and 
needed to be reexamined and reconstructed.

development, following the establishment of 
Inter-University Board in 1925.

Personal cost of engi¬ 
neering (first degree) education. University 
News, Monday, June 29. 

Problem: Present study attempts to work out 
the total cost of all the 3 types of institutions— 
government, aided and self-financing engineer¬ 
ing institutions in Tamil Nadu. 

Objectives: (i) To estimate the private cost of 
engineering education for the three types of 
institutions, and (ii) to find out the significant 
differences, if any . in the estimates among the 
institutions. 

Methodology: A questionnaire to elicit the data 
was circulated to a total of 321 students from 
one government, one aided and one self-financ¬ 
ing engineering college in the State of Tamil 
Nadu. 

Major Findings: (1) The average personal cost of 
first degree education in engineering computed 
on the basis of information received from the 
students worked out to be Rs. 2,418.85 in gov¬ 
ernment colleges; Rs. 3,072.15 in aided insti¬ 
tutions and Rs,6,414.10 in self-financing col¬ 
leges per year. (2) The hostel expenses worked 
out to be Rs. 389.20; Rs.390,90 and Rs,402.25 
in these three types of institutions respectively. 

(3) The glaring differences in the total fees and 
other expenses incurred by them Indicated that 
self-financing colleges are highly expensive. 

(4) Average annual cost were not significantly 
1 different between government and aided insti¬ 
tutions, but the self-financing and other two 
types of institutions showed a significant

Methodology : The sample comprised 240 
secondary school children of Kerala, selected 
on the basis of stratified random sampling tech¬ 
nique. The tools used were Goal Perception 
Scale, Delayed Gratification Scale, Superstitious 
Beliefs Scale and general data sheet.

Mqjor Findings: (1) Positive and significant re¬ 
lationship was found between goal perception 
and delayed gratification. (2) Students possess¬ 
ing high level of GP had low level of supersti¬ 
tion. (3) A majority of the private school stu¬ 
dents were found to have a higher level of GP 
than students in government schools. (4) A posi¬ 
tive relationship was found between occupa¬ 
tional status of mother and nuclear family for 
the high GP group. (5) The study found an in¬ 
verse relationship between superstitious beliefs 
and family type.

Problem: It attempts to study the vocational in¬ 
terests, adjustment problems and scholastic 
achievement of high and low creative students. 

Objectives: (i) To identify high and low creative 
students, (ii) to compare high and low creative 
students on their vocational interest, (til) to com¬ 
pare high and low creative students on their 
level of adjustment, (iv) to compare high and 
low creative students on their scholastic 
achievements, (v) to find out the sex variation

Problem: The present study examines the cur¬ 
ricular intervention for the growth of environ¬ 
mental awareness at the primary level. 

Objectives: (i) To delineate the environmental 
deterioration, (ii) to prepare a list of possible 
Improvable environmental deterioration, (iii) to 
list out the provision for creating awareness in 
the existing syllabus, and (iv) to develop learn¬ 
ing materials to be suggested for curricular im¬ 
provement. 

Methodology: Tire sample comprised 90 boys 
and girls from an English medium school. They 
were equally divided into experimental and con¬ 
trol group. Environmental studies books II of 
Classes III, IV and V were scrutinised.

Objectives: (i) To explore the effect of age ion 
cognitive abilities of primary school children 
irrespective of education background, and (ii) 
to see the effect of pre-school education on cog¬ 
nitive ability.

Methodology: The sample comprised 180 col¬ 
lege teachers attending orientation and refresher 
courses at three academic staff colleges during 
1995-96.

working in universities and those working in 
colleges in respect of their attitude towards the

Major Findings: (1) The attitude of teachers to¬ 
wards the orientation programme conducted by 
the academic staff college was positive and sig¬ 
nificant.

Problem: The study deals with the effectiveness 
of academic bodies in their functioning and also 
in introducing qualitative changes in the de¬ 
signing and implementing of varied academic 
programmes in the universities in Kerala. 

Objectives: (i) To make a study of the powers, 
duties and functions of the academic bodies of 
the universities and to find out whether they 
function as effectively as envisaged in the laws 
of the university statutorily, (ii) to find out ef¬ 
fectiveness of academic bodies in designing and

Problem: This study addresses the problem of 
an instructor systematically and carefully re¬ 
vealing his or her own thoughts and reasoning 
while solving a problem in mathematics and 
encourage the learner to use similar thinking 
processes. 

Objectives: (i) To design and develop cognitive 
modeling to enhance the problem solving abil¬ 
ity of students in mathematics, (ii) to evaluate 
the cognitive modeling steps designed to en¬ 
hance the problem-solving abilities in math¬ 
ematics, (iii) to apply the cognitive modeling to 
develop learning in mathematics, and (iv) to find 
out the effectiveness of cognitive modeling in 
problem solving among students of mathemat¬ 
ics. 

Methodology: The sample comprised all the 92 
students who were doing second year B.Sc. 
mathematics in His Highness The Rajah’s Col¬ 
lege, PudukkottaiinTamilnadu. The tools used 
were Achievement Test in Mathematics, Home 
Environment Scale, Anxiety Inventory (G. Form), 
and Achievement Motivation Inventory. Mean, 


Standard deviation, multiple regression analy¬ 
sis, Kruskal-Wallies non-parametric test, t-test 
and ANOVA were used to analyse the collected 
data. 

Major Finding: The cognitive modeling instruc¬ 
tional strategy was effective in enhancing 
achievement in mathematics at undergraduate 
level.

Bhaha, Kusum. 1998. Identification of learn¬ 
ing difficulties in decimals. The Primary 
Teacher, Vol. XXIII(2), 8-13. 

Problem: The study was conducted to identify 
the learning difficulties in decimals. 

Objectives: (i) To identify general learning diffi¬ 
culties of students of Class V in mathematics 
syllabus, and (ii) to identify specific learning 
difficulties of students of Class V in areas in 
which they are weak. 

Methodology: Sample comprised 261 students 
of 8 sections of Class V in MCD model schools 
of Delhi by random sampling technique. Crite¬ 
rion tests were administered to the students in 
order to identify students with learning diffi¬ 
culties. Moreover, Raven’s Coloured Progressive 
Matrices (RCPM) and a Diagnostic Test were 
administered. Percentages were calculated to 
analyse the data. 

Major Findings: (1) A large percentage of stu¬ 
dents were found to be deficient in their perfor¬ 
mance on criterion tests. (2) Of these, 31 stu¬ 
dents had average or above average intelligence. 
Their poor performance, therefore, was attrib¬ 
uted to their lack of poor understanding and 
application skills. (3) Fifteen types of common 
errors had been identified.(4) Students were not 
aware of the use of numeration table, which was 
a must for understanding of place value con¬ 
cept, changing fractions into decimals etc.

Problem: Present study is an attempt to find Out 
gender differences on mathematics achievement 
and mathematics-related variables, and the re¬ 
lationship between them. 




Objectives: (i) To study the gender differences 
In the achievement scores on mathematics 
and different concepts of> mathematics, (11) to 
study the gender differences on the scores of 
mathematics-related variables such as social 
support In mathematics, classroom,support In 
mathematics, attitude towards math emati cs, 
perceptions of mathematics and liking of math¬ 
ematics teaching, and (iii)-to study the gender 
differences on mathematics achievement and 
mathematics-related variables across social 
context (rural and urban). 

Methodology: The sample comprised 210 boys 
and 116 girls of Class IV, selected from five ru¬ 
ral (tribal) schools In Maharashtra and one ur¬ 
ban school in the city of Mumbai. Of these, 132 
were from rural schools and 194 were from the 
urban schools. Tools used were Marathi Math¬ 
ematics Achievement Test developed by NCERT 
and a questionnaire constructed by the re¬ 
searchers. Collected data were analysed using 
mean, SD, t-test and correlation coefficients. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) The gender differences in 
favour of girls on mathematics achievement and 
three of the mathematics concepts were found 
to be significant. (2) It was revealed that boys , 
and girls did not differ on the support received 
from peer group and teachers. But the girls re¬ 
ceived significantly higher support from family 
members than boys. (3) No significant gender 
differences were noticed on mathematics atti¬ 
tude, perceptions of mathematics and liking 
towards mathematics teaching. The girls, had 
comparatively more favourable attitude towards 
mathematics than boys. (4) A comparison across 
the context revealed that the boys and girls In 
the urban area had significantly better scores 
on mathematics achievement than their coun¬ 
terparts in the rural area. But on the mathemat¬ 
ics-related variables, the gender differences were 
not found remarkable. (5) Home support had 
significant positive correlations with teacher 
support, liking towards teaching, perceptions 
of mathematics and attitude toward mathemat¬ 
ics, for girls. (6) Peer support was found signifi¬ 
cantly related to teacher support and mathemat¬ 
ics attitude for boys, and it was not significantly 
related to other variables for girls. (7) Home

Objectives: (i) To develop multimedia modules 
for mathematics of Standard VIII, and (ii) to 
find out whether there is any significant differ¬ 
ence between the pre-test and post-test mean 
scores of low achievers in the control group and 
experimental group. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
lowest 50 low achieving students of VIII Stan¬ 
dard from S.S.H.N, Hr. Secondary School, 
Muhavoor. They were divided equally to consti¬ 
tute experimental group and the control group 
following the systematic random sampling tech¬ 
nique. The control group was taught through 
traditional lecture method and experimental 
group through the multi-media modular ap¬ 
proach. A normal group of 25 comprising above- 
average students was also formed and they were 
taught through traditional lecture method only. 
After 30 days of experiment an achievement test 
as post-test was conducted to all the groups 
and data were analysed by using mean, SD and 
t-test.

tivation and attitude towards the study of math¬ 
ematics, and (lv) to study whether there is any 
significant difference between pairs of sub- 
samples formed on the basis of sex, types of 
schools, their locale, father's educational sta¬ 
tus, mother’s educational status, parent's in¬ 
come level, community in respect of their 
achievement, and (v) to study the relationship 
between perceived learning environment and 
mathematics achievement (M.A.), student’s at¬ 
titude and M.A. and academic-achievement mo¬ 
tivation and M.A.

The tools used 
were Mathematics Achievement Test, Attitude 
of Students Towards the Study of Mathemat¬ 
ics, Perceived Levels of Student's Mathematics 
Learning Environment, and Academic Achieve¬ 
ment Motivation tool developed by the investi¬ 
gator. Collected data were treated with mean, 
SD, correlation, and regression analysis. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) The overall achievement in 
mathematics of students studying in Standard 
VIII was marginally high. (2) Student's achieve¬ 
ment in respect of the two objectives namely 
'knowledge' and 'understanding' was higher 
than the average. (3) Student's achievement in 
respect of the other two objectives namely 
application' and ‘skill’ was below average. (4) 
Sex, locale, types of school management, eco¬ 
nomic status and community status had no sig¬ 
nificant bearing on student’s overall achieve¬ 
ment in mathematics. (5) Educational status of 
parents significantly affected the mathematics 
achievement of their children in respect of all 
the four componential aspects namely knowl¬ 
edge, understanding, application and skill.

performance of hockey players. Journal of

Problem: The present investigation was designed 
to investigate predictors of performance of 
hockey players.

Objective: To study the Influence of duration of 
participation in the game, level of participation 
in the game, length of training, parents* educa¬ 
tion, profession, income, sports background and 
parents* encouragement for the game, on the 
performance of hockey players. 

Methodology: Sample comprised 224 players 
from 14 Universities who participated in 
Intervarsity hockey championship held at 
Gorakhpur in November 1994. A proforma was 
developed by the investigator to collect re¬ 
sponses of the players. Collected data were 
treated with multiple regression analysis and 
ANOVA. 

Mqjor Finding: It was found that four out of eight 
independent variables, i.e., duration of partici¬ 
pation, length of training, parents’ education 
and father's profession were significant predic¬ 
tors of high performance of hockey players.

Fitness Test for use in Physical Education col¬ 
leges for men and women. 

Methodology: Sample comprised 1,524 men and 
women within the age range of 19 to 25 years 
studying in the courses of M.P.ED., B.P.Ed., 
H.C.P.Ed., M.P.E. and B.P.E. The tools Used were 
Horizontal bar. Stop watch, 2 wooden blocks 
and Measuring tape.

Sudesh Taiwan 

Problem: This study attempts to see how cre¬ 
ativity and Intelligence are related to physical 
fitness and to find if high or low level of physi¬ 
cal fitness influences or get Influenced by intel¬ 
ligence and creativity. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the level of creativity 
of pre-adolescent children, (11) to find out the 
level of Intelligence of pre-adolescent children, 
(ill) to find out the level of physical fitness of 
pre-adolescent children, (iv) to relate intelligence 
and creativity to physical fitness, (v) to find out 
jf level of physical fitness and sex (boys and girls) 
have any discriminative property as associated 
with intelligence and creativity. 

Methodology: The sample of the study consisted 
of 400 children of pre-adolescence age group 
(10 or 12 to 13 or 14 years). 200 boys and 200 
girls drawn from 15 urban and rural govern¬ 
ment and non government schools of Haiyana. 
This sample was selected by stratified random 
sampling technique. Tools used to collect data 
were Sharma Bicycle Test of Intelligence, 
Torrance Tests Of Creative Thinking (Verbal 
Form-A) and AAHPER Youth Fitness Test. Col¬ 
lected data were treated with mean, SD, *t* test, 
skewness, kurtosis, co-efficient of correlation 
and quartile deviation. 

Major Findings: (1) Boys were superior to girls 
at all the three levels of physical fitness. (2) Boys 
had high level of intelligence than girls. (3) Girls 
were superior to boys on total creativity and its 
dimensions. (4) Intelligence 1 discriminated be¬ 
tween high and low physical fitness group and 
high and moderate physical fitness group in 
boys and girls. (5) Composite creativity and its 
dimensions discriminated between high and low 
level of physical fitness in boys group. Whereas, 
in respect of girls, the high and low physical 
fitness groups discriminated only on fluency and 
flexibility dimensions, while on composite 
creativity and originality, the two groups of 



physical fitness did not differ. (6) Physical fit¬ 
ness and Intelligence, Irrespective of sex was 
positively correlated.

Problem; The study attempts to measure the 
extent of health modernity of the sample women 
and further to intervene with and evaluate the 
impact of Health Modernity Education Interven¬ 
tion Programme (HMEIP) on the health moder¬ 
nity of the women exposed to it. 

Objectives: (1) To measure the extent of health 
modernity in different sample sub-groups, (il) 
to assess the areas of ignorance and miscon¬ 
ceptions existing in the sample women in vari¬ 
ous health dimensions like physical health, 
mental health, child care, breastfeeding, AIDS, 
cancer, nutrition and diet, etc., (ill) to design 
and intervene with an HMEIP to the experimen¬ 
tal group, and (iv) to evaluate the impact of 
HMEIP on the health modernity of the women 
exposed to it. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised

cluded Health Modernity Scale of Singh, A.K. 
and translated into Kannada by Halyal and per¬ 
sonal data questionnaire, Collected daLa were 
treated with mean, S.D. and ‘t’ test, 

Mctjor Findings: (1) It was found that the sample 
on the whble was very low on health moder¬ 
nity. (2) Educated women had higher health 
modernity than uneducated women. (3) Women 
belonging to high socio-economic status were 
significantly higher on health modernity than 
women belonging to low SES. (4) There was no 
significant influence of marital status on the 
health' modernity of educated women. (5) How¬ 
ever in case of uneducated women marital 
status had a significant influence on the health 
modernity. (6) There were many areas of igno¬ 
rance and misconceptions in all the 10 dimen¬ 


sions of health modernity, however they were 
more in the dimensions of physical health, men¬ 
tal health, mental retardation, child care and 
AIDS. (7) HMEIP had a significant impact on 
the health modernity of the women exposed to 
it, (8) The health modernity of women exposed 
to HMEIP had significantly increased on the total 
health modernity as well as on all the dimen¬ 
sions of health modernity.

Vijayalakshmi, D. 1995, Impact of transfer of 
agricultural technology on nutrition and 
health status of farm women and children 
(1-6 yrs.). Ph.D.,Home. Sc. Bangalore Univ. 
Guide: Prof. Nirmala Rao.- 

Problem: The study centred upon the impact 
of transfer Of modern agricultural technology 
on health and nutrition of women and children. 

Objectives: (i) To study the Impact of women and 
youth training extension project, (ii) to deter¬ 
mine the role played by farm women in agricul¬ 
ture and sericulture related activities, and 
(ill) to compare the dietary pattern, health 
status and nutritional status of beneficiary 
and non-beneficiary women. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 500 women 
of which 250 were beneficiaries and 250 were 
non-beneficiaries having atleast a child of 1-6 
years of age. These subjects were from the se¬ 
lected villages of Bangalore City. The informa¬ 
tion was collected on socio-economic factors, 
dietary intake, health and nutritional status of 
women and children. The data were analysed 
statistically using chi-square and multiple re¬ 
gression. 

Major Findings: (1) The socio-economic condi¬ 
tions of the beneficiary families were found to 
be better than that of non-benificiary families. 

(2) A significant difference was observed on the 
impact of training on knowledge and adoption 
level of recommended practices of agriculture 
and sericulture enterprise between the groups. 

(3) Income from agriculture and sericulture was 
more in case of the beneficiary families. (4) Diet 
survey showed that the nutrient intake of ma¬ 
jority of farm women in beneficiary group was 
beLter than non-beneficiary group. Income had 
an impact on intake of nutrients in all the 
groups and other variables had moderate ef¬ 
fect. (5) The morbidity status and nutritional 





deficiency signs were observed more among the 
non-beneficiary women. The anthropometric 
measurements of the beneficiary were found to 
be better than that of non beneficiary women. 
(6) Association between socio-economic factors 
and income had significant effecL on nutritional 
status of women. (7) Regarding the dietary in¬ 
take of children the diet of 1-3 years and 4-6 
years of children of beneficiary were better than 
the non-beneficiary group. (8) When children 
were classified using weight for height, height 
for age according to waterflow classification the 
percentage of children of beneficiary group were 
relatively normal than non-beneficiary group.

Mati iuit, Mauiiij. 1994. Spontaneous art of 
high and low achievers. Indian Educational 
Review. Vol. XX1X(1.2). 89-93. 

Problem: It attempts to use spontaneous art as 
a tool in differentiating high and low achievers. 

Objectives: (i) To locate specific art patterns as¬ 
sociated with high and law achievers, (ii) to find 
out the difference in characteristics of sponta¬ 
neous drawing of boys and girls with respect to 
their level of achievement, sex, area of academic 
study, and social background, (iii) to locate the 
characteristic features of spontaneous drawings 
ofhigh and low achieving school-going boys and 
girls, and (iv) to develop a tool for evaluating 
spontaneous drawing (including a suitable 
blank and marking scheme). 

Methodology: The sample comprised 360 boys 
and girls picked from the merit list declared by 
Board of Secondary Examination, 1987. They 
ranged in their age between 15-16 years. The 
first 30 in each subject area were included 
among the high achievers, while the failures and 
lowest achievers comprised the low achievers 
group. Tools used included Personal Data 
Record Blank, Analysis Blank for Scoring spon¬ 
taneous drawing involving: Theme of drawing. 
Proportions, Dimension effect. Rendering tech¬ 
nique, Use of provided space, SLrokes like 
smooth, heavy, light, continuous, broken con¬ 
nected, aesthetic, etc., and Verbalisations, if 


any, apart from paper and pencil. Spontane¬ 
ous drawings used in this study were the final 
products collected from the subjects, drawn by 
black pencil on the surface of the drawing pa¬ 
per (white) without any restrictions, regulations, 
guidance help and assistance. After collecting 
ten spontaneous drawings from the children the 
whole analytic procedure which was to follow 
was based on a sound scientific approach. Each 
of the ten drawings prepared by individuals was 
scored by placing dots in the respective place 
assigned to it. When all the drawings were thus 
scored, the scores were summed up for observed 
categories, representing the final scores of a 
particular subject. The data were also analysed 
qualitatively to make the quantitative results 
more illustrative and understandable. 

Major Findings: (1) Spontaneous drawings can 
be used to identify high and low achievers. (2) 
There were specific drawing characteristics in 
the work of boys and girls which distinguished 
them as such. (3) Areas of study to influence 
the art of boys and girls (as suggested by the 
typical art behaviour of science, art and com¬ 
merce groups). (4) Components of spontaneous 
art seemed to have an understandable relation¬ 
ship with sex, and the group to which the artist 
belonged. (5) Spontaneous drawings of high 
achievers were characterised by natural scenes 
and isolated flowers, diagrams, human figures 
with associated movement, stray birds, accept¬ 
able proportions, central placement, use of al¬ 
most all provided space, efforts at achieving 3 
D, heavy strokes generally smoothed out. (6) 
Characteristic features reflected in the drawing 
of science students were, preference for human 
drawing in social context, humorous figures, 
cartoons, associated movement diagrams, so¬ 
cial scenery, efforts at composing, central place¬ 
ment, heavy lines, correction of lines and 
smoothening of strokes, traces of aesthetics in 
strokes, arid composition.

Problem: The present study attempts to com¬ 
pare the effectiveness of individualised and 
group instructional modules for teaching bio¬

Objective: To compare the effectiveness of the 
individualised and group instructional modules 
using three different approaches viz., Group In¬ 
structional Modules presented by teacher along 
with visual media (G1M-I), Group Instructional 
Modules comprising structured audio commen¬ 
tary and visual media (G1M-2) and Group In¬ 
structional Modules presented by teacher along 
with print media (GIM-3) in terms of achieve¬ 
ment, retention, willingness and reaction while 
teaching bio-sciences to Class IX. 

Methodology: A total of 198 students studying 
in Class IX, were-selected randomly from the 
three schools of Ludhiana, which formed the 
sample of the study.

Problem: IL attempts to sLudy the willingness of 
teacher educators to implement Inquiry Train¬ 
ing Model (ITM) and the student teachers’ theo¬ 
retical understanding, reaction and willingness 
to implement ITM. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the willingness of the 
teacher educators to implement models of teach¬ 
ing, (ii) to develop training strategies with varia¬ 
tions in sample size: large and small groups, 
and with variations in treatment variables: lec¬ 
ture, demonstration, theoretical orientation and 
group discussion, and (iii) to find out the effec¬ 
tiveness of training strategies in terms of stu¬ 
dent teachers: theoretical understanding of the 
model, and reaction towards model, and 
willingness to implement the model. 

Methodology: The sample of the study consisted 
of 51 teacher educators who were selected 
through incidentcil sampling techniques from 
the nine teacher education colleges of Nagarjuna 
University.

Objectives: (i) To study the job satisfaction of 
teachers, (ii) to study the teachers’ attitude to¬ 
wards educational administration and teach¬ 
ing, and (ill) to study the level of adjustment of 
teachers. 

Methodology: The sample consisted of 400 
teachers working in different schools of 
Tamilnadu. The tools used were Job Satisfac¬ 
tion Scale, Attitude Towards Educational Ad¬ 
ministration Scale, Teacher Attitude Scale and 
Teacher Adjustment Inventory.

Methodology: The sample for the study com¬ 
prised 96 teachers working in 19 schools for 
the hearing impaired spread over Andhra 
Pradesh.

Objectives: (i) To compare the visually handi¬ 
capped and normal pupils on the basis of their 
scholastic achievement in each of the eight sub¬ 
ject areas of school curriculum as well as in 
their total performance, and (li) to compare the 
visually handicapped and normal pupils on the 
basis of their scholastic achievement in each of 
the three levels of cognition, viz., acquisition of 
information, understanding, and ability to ap¬ 
ply the understanding in new situations with 
respect to various subjects.

Methodology: A sample of lO mentally retarded 
subjects was taken from Arpan, a school for 
mentally retarded children, run by the Red 
Cross Society in Rohtak, Haryana. All subjects 
had been residents of the school for atleast 3 
years. Asingle measure of short-term memory, 
visual retention, was selected for the present 
investigation, A two group, repeated measure, 
counter balanced design was used. Beverages 
were counterbalanced in each group (5 subjects: 
Glucose-saccharine, 5 subjects: saccharine-glu¬ 
cose). Blood glucose levels were measured im¬ 
mediately before and 15 minutes after intake of 
beverage, followed by the visual retention test. 
The blood glucose (basal and after 15 minutes 
of intake) and visual retention scores of men¬ 
tally retarded and age matched control subjects 
were statistically analysed by using Two-way 
ANOVA with repeated measure on one factor. 

Major Findings: (1) The blood glucose levels of 
the mentally retarded subjects were significantly 
lower as compared to the normal subjects. (2)

Objectives: (i) To study the growth of different 


forms of distance education in Karnataka at 
higher education stage from its inception and 
identifying its trend in the context of growth of 
higher education in Karnataka, (ii) to compare 
different aspects of management of D.E. through 
correspondence courses offered by the Univer¬ 
sity of Mysore with that of IGNOU in the con¬ 
text of Karnataka State , fill) to study the exist¬ 
ing openness in 1CCCEM and IGNOU as per¬ 
ceived by the teachers, (iv) to compare the level 
of openness in ICCCEM and IGNOU with refer¬ 
ence to Karnataka, (v) to study the preferred 
futures of openness of ICCCEM and IGNOU as 
perceived by the teachers of D.E. towards 2005, 
and (vi) to conduct Delhi Study on normative 
futures of D.E. at higher education stage in 
Karnataka towards 2005 A.D. as perceived by 
the experts.

Objectives: (i) To study the income, occupation 
and educational status of the female ex-learn¬ 
ers and to judge how it affected the retention of 
literacy among ex-learners, and (ii) to study the 
extent to which the female ex-learners retained 
their literacy skill acquired at the Adult Educa¬ 
tion Centre. 

Methodology: The sample for the study consisted 
of 166 female ex-learners selected randomly 
from 12 Adult Education Centres of the seven 
villages for the study. Tools and techniques used 
in the study include Socio-Economic Back¬ 
ground Scale and Literacy Achievement Test 
both developed by both investigator. Further, 
home visits, individual interview and discussion 
with the female ex-learners were undertaken to 
Judge the family background, literacy achieve¬ 
ment and it retention and to have first hand 
experience of detailed information. The collected 
data were treated quantitatively and qualita¬ 
tively. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) The overall performance in 
total literacy achievement was very poor. Only 
7.8% ex-learners could retain their literacy 
skills. 92.16% ex-learners scored below 70% 
marks of which 79.85% scored below 50% in 
numeracy. (2) The main occupation of ex-learn¬ 
ers and their family members was agricultural 
labour. The achievement of literacy of ex-learn¬ 
ers was not dependent on the occupation and 
income level of the family. (3) The performance 
of ex-learners in total literacy achievement 
whose family members were attending school 
was better than the ex-learners whose family 
members were not attending school.

Objectives: (1) To assess the level of literacy 
achieved and its impact on socio-economic con¬ 
ditions, and (ii) to study the problems and con¬ 
straints affecting to follow up the National Lit¬ 
eracy Mission Programme. 

Methodology: The sample of the study comprised 
50 participants, 50 non-participants and 20 ex¬

Major Findings: (1) After participation in NLM , 
majority of the participants became capable of 
recognizing and writing Hindi letters and 
numeracy along with English numeracy. (2) The 
literacy had a positive effect on the social par¬ 
ticipation, occupational behaviour, material pos¬ 
session social contact and also had Increased 
the level of income of literate group. (3) A sig¬ 
nificant relationship was found between social 
participation, income group and literacy.

Problem: This study attempts to investigate the 
use of games as interactive methods of rein¬ 
forcing literacy skills . 

Objectives: (i) To develop and use games for 
reinforcing the selected concepts of literacy and 
numeracy included in literacy and post-literacy 
primers (text) among adult women under Post- 
Literacy Campaign, and (ii) to find out the 
effectiveness of games in reinforcing the 



concepts of literacy and numeracy. 

Methodology: The sample consisted of 50 neo¬ 
literates who attended the first phase of the to¬ 
tal literacy campaign launched in the Baroda 
City of Gujarat State in August 1994. The dif¬ 
ferent ideas like words, phrases and mathemati¬ 
cal concepts for educational games were col¬ 
lected by identifying available games and review 
of available materials on literacy and post-lit¬ 
eracy. A total of ten games were finalised to be 
included on selected concepts of literacy and 
post-literacy which helped in reinforcing read¬ 
ing, writing and numeracy skills. Film strips, 
slides and video shows were used for arousing 
interest among women participants. After 
fifteen days, the effectiveness of games was 
tested using a reaction scale and a test paper. 
The games and test paper were validated by 
experts. 

Major Findings: (1) Games were effective in re¬ 
inforcing the skills in reading, writing and 
numeracy. The reactions of the learners, the 
enthusiasm of the community worker and the 
members of social service organizations sup¬ 
porting the programme towards the use of 
games was favourable. (2) A major complaint 
during and at the end of the Literacy Campaign 
had been the high dropout rate of learners. 
(3) The community worker had shown interest 
in learning the use of games for promoting vari¬ 
ous concepts under the Total Literacy Cam¬ 
paign.

Methodology: The sample comprised 500 rural 
female adults of age range from 16 to 45 years 
who were participating in the adult education 
programme conducted by the Chandigarh Lit¬ 
eracy Council. The tool used to collect the data 
was a Questionnaire for Rural Female Adults 
prepared by the investigators. The collected data 
were treated using percentage. 

Major Findings: (1) Rural female adults belong¬ 
ing to small families were more keen than their 
counterparts belonging to large families about 
learning the importance of giving education to 
their children and to learn embroidery and sew¬ 
ing. On the other hand, a rural female adult 
coming from a large family was more keen to 
learn about good health, balanced diet, keep¬ 
ing house clean and to discharge family respon¬ 
sibilities. (2) Economic factors namely acquir¬ 
ing knowledge about household accounts and 
money saving devices, learning to shop, learn¬ 
ing ways of enhancing income and job efficiency, 
and learning to make proper use of money 
motivated small family adults more than large 
family adults to participate in adult education.

Problem: The present study assesses the aware¬ 
ness among Hindu, Muslim, Sikh and Chris¬ 
tian communities about over population in 
India and determines their attitude towards 
population education for developing an outline 
curriculum for higher secondary schoolteacher- 
trainees. 

Objectives: (i) To assess and compare the aware¬ 
ness among cross section of society towards 
population problem of India, (ii) to assess and 
compare the attitude of cross section of society 
towards population education, (iii) to find out 
the correlation between various variables related 
to population problem, and (iv) to develop an 
outline curriculum of population education for 
higher secondary school teacher-trainees. 

Methodology: A sample of 1,000 individuals 
(males and females ) of Hindu, Muslim, Sikh 
and Christian communities residing in Kanpur 
City were selected by stratified random sam¬ 
pling method. Sixty three teacher educators of 
teacher training institutions of Kanpur City 
served as the sample for developing an outline 
curriculum of population education for teacher- 
trainees.

(3) They 
expressed their choice in favour of two children 
as an ideal number for every financial group,

Methodology: Eight M.Phil. students of the De¬ 
partment of Education, Chhatrapati Shahu Ji 
Maharaj University, Kanpur, 1997 hatch com¬ 
prised the sample. The raw scores of these stu¬ 
dents were converted into the ranks. Thus the 
students were given pre-scaled and post-scaled 
ranks.

ment techniques. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 540 teach¬ 
ers from 15 schools from each group- govern¬ 
ment (180), government aided (180) and private 
type (180).

Methodology: The heads of schools to the tune 
of 110 were chosen at random as the sample. 
Tools used were the Decision Making Question¬ 
naires, DMQ-I and DMQ-II, designed by Leon 
Mann.

Problem: In this study an attempt has been made 
to identify the Instrumental causation of attri¬ 
bution of success-oriented and failure-oriented 
pupils in their academic achievement. 

Objective: To study whether success-oriented 
pupils would attribute internal factors as causes 
of their success whereas failure-oriented pupils 
would attribute external factors as causes of 
their failure. 

Methodology: Sample were drawn in two stages. 
In the first stage 80 pupils from 4 science sec¬ 
tions of Grade X of urban secondary schools in 
Agra City were administered an achievement 
test in numerical ability. In the second phase 
32 pupils passing the test with 60th percentile 
considered as success-oriented and 24 pupils 
falling on 30th percentile as failure-oriented 
were selected as final subjects. Relevant data 
were collected by asking subjects to produce at 
least five causal factors which they attribute to 
their success and failure’in academic achieve¬ 
ment in mathematics. The collected data were 
treated with percfyitages. 

Major Finding: Success-oriented pupils had at¬ 
tributed 80% of the instrumental causes to in¬ 
ternal factors and Only 20% causes were attrib¬ 
uted to external factors whereas failure-oriented 
pupils on the contrary, attributed 84% of the 
instrumental causes as external factors and 
only 10% of the factors were identified as inter¬ 
nal factors.

study of certain correlates of scholastic 
achievement of students in Catholic Mis¬ 
sion Schools. Ph.D., Edu. Dibrugarh Univ.

Problem: This study deals with the reasons for 
a very high scholastic achievement of the stu¬ 
dents studying in Catholic Mission Schools of 
Upper Assam and the reasons for parental 
choice of Catholic Mission Schools. 


Objectives ; (i) To study the reasons for parental 
choice of Catholic Mission Schools for their chil¬ 
dren, and (ii) to find out if there are any co¬ 
relations between scholastic achievement and 
level of aspiration, study habit, school environ¬ 
ment, family environment, achievement-moti¬ 
vation and self concept. 

Methodology: All the students of the English 
medium, co-educational,Secondary Catholic 
Mission Schools of the seven districts of Upper 
Assam, who studied in Class X (boys and girls) 
in the consecutiveyears 1995 and 1996 consti¬ 
tuted the sample of the study. Tools used in 
the study were Questionnaire on Parental 
Choice of Catholic Mission Schools, Study Habit 
Inventory, School Environment Inventory, Fam¬ 
ily Environment Scale, Deo-Mohan Achievement 
Motivation Scale, Self-Concept List, and Scho¬ 
lastic Achievement. Collected data were treated 
using ANOVA, partial correlation, multiple cor¬ 
relation and 't'-test. 

Major Findings: (1) About 90% of the parents 
chose Catholic Mission Schools (CMS) because 
these schools taught punctuality and discipline, 
provided opportunities for extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities and moral training. (2) Positive, moder¬ 
ate and significant correlation between scho¬ 
lastic achievement and level of aspiration in the 
students of CMS was found in the study. (3) 
Both boys and girls of CMS showed high level 
of aspiration. But more number of girls than 
boys possessed higher level of aspiration.

A study 
of reading achievement in relation to de¬ 
mographic variables. Experiments in Educa¬ 
tion. Vol. XXVI(ll), 198-200. 

Problem: The present study attempts to find out 
the influence of sex, class, locality and region 
on reading achievement of high school students. 

Objectives: (i) To investigate whether there is 
any relationship between sex and reading 
achievement among high school subjects, (ii) to 
investigate whether class has any effect on read¬ 
ing achievement of high school subjects,(ill) to 
investigate whether locality has any influence 
on reading achievement of high school subjects, 
and (iv) to investigate whether there is any re¬ 
gional impact on reading achievement of high 
school subjects. 

Methodology: A sample of 1,296 subjects (equal 
number of boys and girls) studying in Grades 
VIII, IX and X among 18 high schools of Andhra 


Pradesh were selected. A High School Reading 
Achievement Test in Telugu was used to mea¬ 
sure the reading achievement of the subjects. 
Mean, SD, ‘t’-test and ANOVA were used to 
analyse the data. 

Major Findings: (1) Girls were better than boys 
in reading achievement. (2) Class as a variable 
affected reading achievement. Subjects of X 
Standard were found to be far better than that 
of VIII and IX Class subjects. (3) There was lo¬ 
cality influence on reading achievement sub¬ 
jects of residential schools performed better 
than subjects in rural and urban areas. (4) Re¬ 
gion had no significant influence on reading 
achievement of high school subjects. [0971] 

Naji, Ismail Masoud. 1999. Reducing grammati¬ 
cal errors through self-correction: A global 
strategy. The Journal of English Language 
Teaching. Vol. XXXIV(l), 55-64. 

Problem: The present study is an attempt to in¬ 
vestigate the effects of self-correction on the 
eradication of grammatical errors of student- 
teachers of English in oral speech during their 
teaching practice. 

OkJectives: (i) To study whether there would be 
variations in students' self-correction efficiency, 
and (ii) to study whether students' self-correc¬ 
tion efficiency would vary from one aspect of 
grammar to another. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 4 student- 
teachers In the English department of the fac¬ 
ulty of education, Sana’s University. Each of the 
students were tape-recorded once a week for 
45 minutes over a period of 10 weeks during 
their teaching practice. Students' errors over the 
10-week period were analysed according to the 
Menyuk categories. Percentages were used to 
analyse the data. 

Major Findings: (1) There were indications that 
most of students’ errors were due to little con¬ 
cern about form, since they involved rules that 
had been studied formally by the students. 
Given time and focused on form, students were 
able to correct the majority of their errors. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the fact that students were riot able 
to correct 32.9% of the errors indicated their 
ignorance or no mastery of the rules, (2) The 
accuracy increased as learners focussed on 




form. Comparison of the number of errors com¬ 
mitted during the first week (51) and those com¬ 
mitted during the last week (21) revealed that 
there was value in training the students to dis¬ 
cover their errors and get rid of them by them¬ 
selves, provided they knew the rules and were 
given sufficient time to do so. (3) The accuracy 
of self-correction depended upon the performer’s 
efficiency as well as on the aspects of the out¬ 
put he/she attempted to correct.

Problem: The present study examines the effect 
of peer-tutoring on verbal ability among Junior 
high school students. 

Objectives: (1) To study the effect of intelligence 
on the verbal ability of students, (11) to study 
the effect of peer-tutoring on the verbal abili¬ 
ties and verbal communication of pupils in geog¬ 
raphy. and (ill) to compare the effectiveness of 
peer-tutoring with the conventional system of 
teaching. 

Methodology: A sample of 415 urban students 
in the age group between 11 and 16 years from 
junior high schools In Agra City were selected 
using non-probability sampling technique. Two 
tests, Standardized Mixed Type Group Test of 
Intelligence by Malhotra and Verbal Ability Test 
in geography by Gyanani and Pahujawere used 
as tools to collect the data. The collected data 
were treated with analysis of variance, analysis 
of covariance, mean, SD and ‘t’-test. 

Major Findings: (1) A mild role of intelligence 
was observed as being a causative factor in rais¬ 
ing the gains in the verbal abilities of students 
in geography. (2) Peer-tutoring was a success¬ 
ful teaching strategy for enhancing the verbal 
ability and the cognitive potentiality of the stu¬ 
dents. (3) Peer-tutoring was more effective than

Patra, Swati and Dash, U.N. 1999. Reading 
achievements of children with bilingual me¬ 
dia of instruction.

Problem: The present study attempts to exam¬ 
ine the reading performance of children who 
have two languages as their medium of instruc¬ 
tion in their school. 

Objectives: (i) To examine children’s reading 
achievement on measures of reading, decoding 
and comprehension in English and Hindi, and 
(ii) to classify children as high achievers, gen¬ 
eral, under-achievers, true dyslexics, and in¬ 
structional failure on the basis of performance 
on measures of decoding and comprehension 
In English and Hindi. 

Methodology: Sixty subjects from Grade HI in 
the age range of 7-9 years with billingual me¬ 
dium of instruction (English and Hindi) were 
selected randomly from the Central School of 
Bhubaneswar. Word Identification and Passage 
Comprehension Tests (English) of Woodcock and 
Word Decoding and Passage Comprehension 
Tests (Hindi) of Das were used as tools to col¬ 
lect the data. Mean, SD and ‘Z’ scores were used 
to analyse the collected data. 

Major Findings: (1) In comparison to Hindi, 
the subjects performed better on measure of 
English decoding but poorly on measure of 
English comprehension. (2) 3 children were clas¬ 
sified as high achievers. 5 as general under¬ 
achievers, and 1 as dyslexic. (3) In the English 
measures, only one child was included under 
instructional failure category, while 5 children 
were classified as instructional failures in Hindi 
measures.

Effect of communicative tasks and cognitive 
strategies.

Problem: The present study attempts to assess 
the effect of communicative tasks and cogni¬ 
tive strategies on the oral English acquisition 
among Class XI students. 

Objectives: (1) To introduce a task-based course 
material for oral English acquisition, (ii) to iden¬ 
tify the variety of cognitive strategies used by 
higher secondary students while acquiring 
oral English, (111) to find out the utilisation of 
cognitive strategies in performing communica¬ 
tive tasks, and (iv) to find out the effect of 
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communicative tasks and cognitive strategies 
on oral English acquisition. 

Methodology: The sample comprised twelve stu¬ 
dents from XI standard. Data were collected 
through Communicative Tasks Package and 
Oral English Assessment Scale. The researcher 
used qualitative as well as quantitative analy¬ 
sis to treat the data. 

Major Findings: (1) Communicative tasks facili¬ 
tated oral English acquisition. (2) Group work 
and pair work tasks enabled students to ac¬ 
quire more English. (3) Role-play tasks helped 
acquire oral English. (4) Imagery was the most 
used strategy. 11097] 

Vijayalakshmi, S. 1998. A study of the predic¬ 
tors of reading ability of students studying 
in Vri Standard of Bangalore City. Ph.D., Edu. 
Bangalore Uniu. Guide: Dr T.K. Jayalakshmi. 

Problem: This is a study on the predictors of 
reading ability of students studying in VII Stan¬ 
dard of Bangalore City. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the factors influenc¬ 
ing the reading ability of students. (11) to find 
out the inter-relatlbnship among the various 
independent and dependent variables, (ill) to 
identify the predictors of reading ability of stu¬ 
dents. (iv) to find out the extent of variance in 
reading ability explained by each predictor vari¬ 
able, and (v) to develop a theoretical path model 
using the variables under consideration. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 623 boys 
and 678 girls from private and aided English 
medium schools situated in Bangalore south 
and Bangalore north Districts. Tools used for 
the study were*. Reading Test, Non-Verbal Test 
of Intelligence, Sinha’s Anxiety Scale, High 
School Personality Questionnaire (HSPQ), Rao’s 
Achievement Motivation Tool, Socio-economic 
Status Scale, and Home Environment Question¬ 
naire. Data were treated with zero-order corre¬ 
lations, multiple correlations, multiple regres¬ 
sion, and path analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) There was a significant dif¬ 
ference in the reading ability of boys and girls. 
(2) Intelligence, sex, personality, achievement- 
motivation were positively and significantly re¬ 


lated to total reading ability. (3) Anxiety of the 
VII Standard students was negatively and sig¬ 
nificantly related to the total reading ability. (4) 
The correlation between socio-economic status 
and the total reading ability was not statisti¬ 
cally significant. (5) The home environment of 
students studying in VII Standard was nega¬ 
tively and significantly related to the total read¬ 
ing ability.

Development and standard¬ 
ization of Barrett's Taxonomic Silent Read¬ 
ing Comprehension Test in English for the 
eleventh graders.

Problem: The present study aims to measure the 
achievement on Silent reading comprehension 
test, based on Barrett's Taxonomy in English, 
of the pupils of Standard XI. studying English 
as an optional subject in Gujarati medium 
schools in Gujarat State. 

Objectives: (i) To develop and standardize a si¬ 
lent reading comprehension test in English on 
the basis of Barrett’s taxonomy for the pupils 
of Standard XI, (ii) to find out gender-wise and 
area-wise differences in the mean scores on the 
test with reference to the four geographical zones 
of Gujarat State, (iii) to find out gender-wise 
and area-wise differences in the mean scores 
on the test with reference to the four levels of 
silent reading comprehension sfiowed by 
Barrett, and (iv) to develop various norms for 
the silent reading comprehension test in En¬ 
glish for the pupils of Standard XI. 

Methodology: The sample consisted of 2,042 
pupils including 995 urban boys, 709 urban 
girls, 224 rural boys and 114 rural girls from 
all the four zones. The tool used was a silent 
reading comprehension test having eight prose 
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passages with eight multiple choice items de¬ 
veloped and standardized by the researcher. 
Mean, median, SD, Q, 5k, Ku, AN OVA and 
CR-value were calculated while treating the 
data. Area-wise and gender-wise norms were 
established. 

Mqjor Findings: (1) The boys and girls did not 
differ significantly on the achievement of read¬ 


ing comprehension while the urban and rural 
pupils differed in favour of the urban pupils. 
(2) The pupils of north zone were found to be 
highest in their achievement on SRCT while the 
South zone pupils were found to be least. (3) 
On different levels, boys and girls did not differ 
except on ‘literal level’ where girls were found 
better.
